New Secretary of State 
Tells Truman, ‘I'll Do 
My Best’ — Statement 
on Politics Includes 
Presidency. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
Gen. George C. Marshall was 
sworn in as Secretary of State 
today after declaring he was not a 
candidate for any political office 
and “never could be drafted“— 
even for the presidency. 

Marshall took the oath as suc- 
cessor to retiring Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes in the pres- 
ence of President Truman and 
other notables gathered in Tru- 


man’s office. He told the Presi- 
dent, “I'll do my best.” 

Chief Justice Fred M. Vinson 
administered the oath, which 
places Marshall in line for the 
presidency in the event a vacancy 
should occur before the end of 
Truman's term. 

Statement on Politics. 

Earlier, on his arrival by train 
from Chicago, Marshall told re- 
porters he considered his new 
post non-political, He then vol- 
unteered: 

1. “I cannot be considered a 
candidate for political office. 

2. The popular conception 
that no matter what the man 
says he can be drafted as a 
candidate for some political of- 
fice would be without any force 
and effect with regard to me. 
I never could be drafted. 

3. “I am being explicit and 
emphatic in order to terminate 
once and for all any discussion 
ot my name with regard to po- 
litical matters.” 

Since his appointment as Secre- 
tary of State, Marshall’s name has 
been mentioned in speculation 
about presidential candidates in 
1948. Some have speculated he 
might run on a ticket with Presi- 
dent Truman or obtain the Demo- 
cratic nomination if Truman were 
not a candidate. 

In talking with reporters, Mar- 
shall made plain that in ruling 
himself out of political considera- 
tion he included the presidency as 
well as any other political office. 

Oath-Taking Ceremony. 

The swearing-in ceremony at 
the White House was brief. Mar- 
shall, wearing civilian clothes, ar- 
rived about five minutes before 
the start, at 10 am. (St. Louis 
time). A throng in the White 
House lobby stepped aside to let 
him enter the office where the 
President, Byrnes, members of the 
Cabinet and congressional foreign 
policy leaders awaited him. 

Marshall stood opposite Chief 
Justice Vinson to take the oath. 
His double-breasted blue suit was 
unbuttoned as he raised his right 
band to solemniy swear again to 
support and defend the Constitu- 
tion. 

J do,” he said firmly ag Vinson 
completed the oath. 

He shook hands with Vinson. 
Then the President told Marshall 
that while he regretted very sin- 
cerely the decision of Byrnes to 
resign as Secretary he appreciated 
“very much your willingness to 
accept that burden.” He said he 
felt the office was in “safe hands.”

Temperature Falls to 11 


Degrees — Blustery 
Winds Accentuate Fuel 
Demands. 


A new cold front accompanied 
by blustery winds chilled St. Louis 
today, dropping the thermometer 
to 11 degrees at 9 a.m. and forc- 
ing lay-offs of at least 1500 work- 
ers in St. Louis area industrial 
plants because of a curtailment in 
the amount of natural gas made 
available to them by Mississippi 
River Fuel Corp. 


If the cold weather continues 


through tonight, as Assistant 
Meteorologist A, A. Rausch thinks 
it will, several thousand workers 
were expected to be idle tomor- 
row morning. Rausch predicted a 
low of 5 above zero tomorrow, 
with some moderation in the icy 
temperatures later in the day. 
As in previous cold waves, the 
Mississippi River Fuel Corp. was 
forced to curtail the amount of 


natural gas to industrial consum- 
ers in order to supply an adequate 
amount for home heating. 

An officer of the company esti- 
mated the cut at about 65 per 
cent, starting yesterday afternoon 
at 4 o'clock, High winds, which 
at times reached a velocity of 30 
to 35 miles an hour, accentuated 
domestic demand, he pointed out. 

General Steel Castings Corp., 
Granite City, reported that sev- 
eral hundred employes had been 
laid off as a result of the gas cut, 
and expected that at least 1500 of 
the plant’s 4200 employes would 
be idle by tomorrow morning. All 
operations in the core depart- 
ment have stopped. 

All production ceased at both 
plants of. Laclede-Christy Clay 
Products Co. 

National Enameling & Stamping 
Co. reduced its gperations 50 per 
cent, laying off about 500 em- 
ployes, and about 150 employes 
of Missouri Rolling Mill Corp. 
were idle.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21—A 
bill setting up a code for compul- 
sory arbitration of labor disputes 
affecting industry in imtra-state 
business in Missouri was intro- 
duced in the Senate taday by Sen- 
ator Charles L. Madison of Kan- 
sas City. 

The proposed act specifically 
authorizes the Governor to take 
over and operate any property 
under the state military power 
when a labor dispute impairs the 
public welfare, 

Contracts for closed 
prohibited. 

Machinery for arbitration ts set 
up within the State Industrial 
Commission, which will select two 
arbitrators from lists submitted by 
the employer and the union in- 
volved, and these two will select 
the third. 

Right to Bargain. 

Rights of employers as well as 
employes to join or not to join 
bargaining organizations and to 
bargain collectively are specific- 
ally guaranteed, 

Registration of both employer 
and labor organizations is re- 
quired and financial statements of 
labor organizations are required 
to be furnished their members 
and filed in the office of the Di- 
vision of Industrial Inspection, 

Under the terms of the proposed 
act, the duty of attempting peace- 
able settlement of controversies 
is imposed on both employer and 
employe organization, and written 
notice of the controversy must be 
filed with the commission. 

A 60-day “cooling off” period is 
required and provision is made 
arbitration’ on the tion 
of either party. If no agreement 
to be bound by arbitration is 
reached, strike or lockout notices 
are réquired. 

Unfair Labor Practices. 

Provision is made for enjoining 
any unfair labor practice, which 
includes: 

Interference with the right of 
employes to organize, to join or 
not to join a labor organization. 

Domination of any labor or-- 
ganization by employers and 
their contribution of money to it. 

Encouraging or discouraging 
membership in a labor union by 
discrimination in the hiring or 
tenure of employment of em- 
ployes. 

Refusal to bargain collectively 
with representatives of the em- 
ployes. 

Institution of a lock-out in 
violation of any collective bar- 
gaining agreement. 

Discrimination against an em- 
ploye because he has taken any 
action authorized by the act. 

Blacklisting of employes. 

Deduction of wages for union 
dues unless the deductions were 
authorized in writing by the em- 

ploye. 
Rules for Employes. 

“Unfair labor practices” by em- 
ployes were listed as follows: 

Institution of a strike in viola- 
tion of a collective agreement. 

Striking without using the ar- 
bitration plan. 

“Sit-down strikes,” defined as 
the seizure or occupation of 
property unlawfully.

HOOVER ASKED TO MAKE 
FOOD SURVEY IN GERMANY 


Former President, 72, Has Not Yet 
Given Answer, War Depart- 
ment Official Says. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
Former President Herbert Hoover 
has been asked to undertake a sur- 
vey of food problems in the Amer- 
ican and British zones of occupied 
Germany, it was learned today. A 
War Department official who 
asked that his name not be used 
said Hoover has not yet given his 
answer. 

Presumably the proposal to the 
72-year-old former President has 
the approval of the British Gov- 
ernment and President Truman, 
as well as the highest War Depart- 
ment officials concerned with oc- 
cupation policies. 

Describing the food situation as 
among the most pressing of Ger- 
man occupation problems, officials 
noted the War Department is 
asking Congress for a $300,000,000 
deficiency appropriation for the 
occupation of Germany, Japan and 
Korea.

OAKLAND, Calif., Jan. 21 (AP) 
—A Wave flight orderly was 
killed and 20 other persons, includ- 
ing three women, were injured 
in the crash of a four-engined 
Navy plane at Oakland airport 
yesterday when, for the first time 
in more than 76,000 landings, ra- 
dar-ground-control failed to guide 
a ship to safety. 

The big Naval Air. Transport 
Service plane landed 150 feet short 
of the fog-shrouded runway and 
crashed into a four-foot rock wall 
at the edge of the field. 

Its undercarriage sheared away, 
the plane skidded across the field 
on its fuselage for 1000 feet, shed- 
ding wreckage and passengers as 
it went, Then it caught fire and 
burned. 

The dead Wave was identified 
as Aviation Specialist 3-C Mar- 
garet Wallace, whose father is 
Harry W. Wallace of Pitcairn, Pa. 


Most seriously hurt of the sur- 


vivors was Lt. (jg) F. A. Michalek, 
Great Mills, Md., who was burned. 

Most of those injured suffered 
only abrasions. Many emained 
strapped in their seats until the 
Plane stopped. 

Lt. (Jg) Edythe sBovie, Tast 
Rygate, Vt., flight nurse, remained 
in her seat and helped others in 
the crash although suffering from 
shock. 

“The fire started immediately,” 
she said. “The boys were wonder- 
ful in helping.” 

Flying from Moffett Field, only 
about 40 miles south of Oakland, 
the plane carried a crew of seven, 
including the Wave who was killed, 
and 14 passengers.

Joseph T. McNarney announced 
today he has recommended that 
the Trading with the Enemy Act 
be withdrawn in Germany and 


that relaxations be made in the 
State Department blacklist of for- 
eign firms to spur import and! 
export trade, | 

The retiring American military 
governor said he hoped the Trad- 
ing with the Enemy Act soon 
would be abolished entirely. He 
added that the matter was under 
consideration in the War Depart- 
ment and other agencies in Wash- 
ington and was closely bound up 
with the projected reform of Ger- 
man currency, 

(Removal of Treasury controls 
over German and Japanese com- 
merce under the Trading With 
the Enemy Act is expected in 30 
days, the United Press said today, 
quoting a War Department 
source. This source said removal 
of the controls was proposed by 
the Treasury itself and approved 
by the War and State Depart- 
ments, contingent on theater com- 
manders’ ability to exercise ade- 
quate internal control in the two 
countries. Gen. Douglas“ Mac- 
Arthur was said to have given his 
approval, as did Gen. McNarney, 
today. 

(Financial and commercial deal- 
ings with persons in Japan and 
Germany would continue to be 
subject to controls but they 
would be exercised in the theater 
rather than by the Treasury De- 
partment here, the source said.) 

McNarney disclosed that the 
Russians have not yet agreed to 
currency reform as contemplated 
by the British, French and Amer- 
loans, but declined to discuss the 
United States plan on the ground 
it was being considered on a four- 
power level here. 

McNarney said Col. P. H. Ku- 
rochkin, deputy Soviet military 
governor in Germany, was expect-

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
Brig. Gen. Maurice Hirsch testi- 
fied today “it is possible” for 

ortal pay claims to wipe out the 
$3,025,817,000 which the Govern- 
ment saved through renegotiation 
of lump-sum war contracts. 

Hirsch, who handles contract 
settlements for the Army, said the 
war contractors would have no 
legal claims against the Govern- 
ment on such terminated agree- 
ments, but that Congress could 
recognize a “moral obligation” on 
those contracts, if back portal 
pay claims were collected by suing 
labor groups. 

Hirsch testified before a Senate 
Judiciary Subcommittee which is 
considering legislation to outlaw 
or restrict portal suits, which now 
exceed four billion dollars. 

Under Secretary of War Ken- 
neth C. Royall testified that a 
legal liability of $400,000,000 to 
$500,000,000 may result against the 
Government on wartime contracts 
made by the Army alone. 

These, he said, are cost-plus- 
fixed-fee contracts under which 
the War Department must com- 
pensate contractors for extra costs 
which may arise, such ag portal 
pay. 

Royall said portal pay claims 
arising under cost-plus-fixed-fee 
contracts which have been closed 
by renegotiation probably would 
not require reimbursement by the 
Government. In contract renego- 
tiations, the Government has re-

U.N. Delegates May Walk as They 
Listen on 5- Tongue Radio Neck Set 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., Jan. 21 
(UP)—A direct descendant of the 
Army’s walkie-talkie radio was 
put to.work in the United Na- 
tions ‘yesterday to help ease lan- 
guage difficulties, : 

For the first time, delegates 
were equipped with portable wire- 
less receiving sets, tuned to the 
U.N.’s experimental simultaneous 
interpretation system. With a 
flick of a dial they could listen 
to a colleague speaking or get a 
translation of his talk in English, 
French, Russian, Spanish or Chi- 
nese. 

The devices, which actually rep- 
resent the “walkie” half of a 
walkie-talkie set, probably will re- 


place the present simultaneous in- 
terpretation machinery which 
keeps a delegate in his chair if he 
wants to listen to UN. proceed- 
ings. Only 69 sets are now avail- 
able to the U.N 

The sets are strung about the 
listener’s neck by a plastic strap 
which contains antenna wires. 
The receiver, equipped with vol- 
ume control and a dial for select- 
ing each of five languages, weighs 
only a pound and three ounces. 
The wearer may travel about the 
room and still hear.

Howard I. Young Says 


Disproportionate Num- 
ber of Cases Have Been 
Filed in Area — Pre- 


sents Plea for Law.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 = 
Howard I. Young, St. Louis indus- 
trialist, told a Senaté subcommit- 
tee today portal-to-portal pay 
suits in the St. Louis area threat- 
ened destruction of some com- 
panies sued. He was the first wit- 
ness at the afternoon session. 

Young, president of the Ameri- 
can Zinc, Lead & Smelting Co., 
said the more than $7,000,000 
sought in suits against that firm 
was more than its net worth. As 
a bank director, he said, he knew 
that the same statement could be 


applied to other companies which 
have been sued, 

He gave the subcommittee head- 
ed by Senator Forrest C. Donnell 
(Rep.), Missouri, a list of 45 com- 
panies in the St. Louis metropoli- 
tan area which have been served 
with portal-to-portal pay suits. 
The amount sought in seven is not 
stated, but for the 38 in which an 
amount is given the total exceeds 
$188,000,000. 

Young’s testimony was offered 
in behalf of his own company and 
of the St. Louis Chamber of Com- 
merce and Associated Industries 
of Missouri. He is president also 
of the American Zinc Institute 
and of the American Mining Con- 
gress. He is vice chairman of the 
Chamber of Commerce and a di- 
rector of Associated Industries. 
“Attack on Economic Structure.” 

Describing the portal-to-portal 
pay suits as “an attack on our 
economic structure,” Young said 
the St. Louis area had been sin- 
gled out for an exceptional num- 
ber of suits. He offered an esti- 
mate that the suits so far filed 
there seek about 5 per cent of 
the total amount of money 
claimed in all that have been 
filed, although the area has but 
1.4 per cent of all industrial 
workers. 

It was “ridiculous,” Young tes- 
tified, for some labor leaders and 
Government officials to say as 
they have that the importance of 
the portal-to-portal suits has been 
exaggerated. 

The burden of preparing a de- 
fense against them is “enormous,” 
he added, whether the employer 
ultimately wins or loses, Prepara- 
tion of this defense, he pointed 
out, would require examination of 
employe pay records and calcula- 
tion of overtime claimed. He said 
he didn’t know where even those 
companies which have preserved 
adequate records would be able 
to get competent clerical, auditing 
and accounting help for this work. 

Presents Plea for Law. 

Young presented to the subcom- 
mittee à yesolution adopted by 
the Chambes of Commerce and 
approved by the Associated In- 
dustries which asks for legisla- 
tion along the lines of the Cape- 
hart bill. 

That bill would de{ine work so 
as to rule out activities on which 
most portal-to-portal suits have 
been based, establish a one-year 
statute of limitations on other 
suits under the Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act, and relieve from la- 
bility employers who in good faith 
followed practices approved by the 
administrator of the act. 

Speaking for his own company, 
Young said he had heen advised 
by its counsel that its only hope of 
relief from suits for more than its 
net worth was legislation which 
would say what Congress meant 
by work and work week when it 
used those terms in writing the 
Fair Labor Standards Act eight 
years ago. If the company should 
be compelled now to pay any part 
of the claims against it, he said, it 
would Be forced to curtail opera- 
tions and lay off hundreds of its 
2500 employes. 

Most of its plants, he added, 
operate under contracts with the 
CIO Mine, Mill and Smelter Work- 
ers, and never in negotiation of 
these agreements was there dis- 
cussion of portal-to-portal pzy. 
Says There'd Be Fewer Jobs. 
“If industry in this country is 
not relieved of the liability im- 
posed on it by court interpreta- 
tions of the so-called Fair Labor 
Standards Act and its amend- 
ments,” Young concluded, “we are 
certain to have fewer jobs and, 
for many, no jobs at all. 

“We will have many closed 
plants, large and small. We will 
have broken collective bargaining

RUSSIA ASSURES FREEDOM

His 
words car.ied the implied charge 
that the United States was delay- 
ing action toward general dis- 
armament, a thinly veiled accusa- 
tion which Austin had anticipated. 

Austin’s Statement. 

The ruddy-visaged American 
‘delegate earlier had explained 
that at least one member of the 
c-uncil, meaning himself, would 
be able to move more expeditious- 
ly and with more certainty if fur- 
ther contemplation was permitted. 

“It would not be practical for 
the United States to continue the

NON- SCHEDULED 
PLANE SERVIC 
RULES TIGHTENED 


CAB Announces Stricter 
Safety Regulations Af- 
ter Review of Crashes 


in 1946. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
The Civil Aeronautics Board an- 
nounced today stricter regulations 
governing planes, pilots, equip- 
ment and flight rules for non- 
scheduled air services. 

The action was taken in the 
interest of safety, the board said. 
It explained that a review of re- 
cent air accidents had indicated 
the need for additional measures. 

Non-scheduled air carriers last 
year had eight fatal accidents in 
which 19 crew members and 60 
passengers were killed. Three of 
the accidents accounted for 61 of 
the deaths. 


Most of the new rules are effec- 
tive immediately, Some relating to 
additional flight instruments will 
go into effect Feb. 15. One rule, 
covering instrument flight compe- 
tency of pilots, will be effective 
July 16. 

The non-scheduled carriers car- 
ry passengers or cargo for hire, 
but do not have a certificate for 
a scheduled route, The scheduled 
carriers are the regular airlines, 
which operate under more detailed 
regulation, 

The new regulations narrow the 
gap between the two so far as 
minimum requirements for planes, 
instruments, crew rating and 
rating and weather are concerned. 

The changes effective immedi- 
ately include: 

The operator of the aircraft is 
made responsible for maintaining 
the plane in airworthy condition, 
and a major overhaul must be 
made on the engines at intervals 
no longer than 1000 hours. 

The hours a pilot may fly are 
limited to eight, instead of 10, in 
any 24-hour period, and certain 
other limitations are placed upon 
the time a pilot may be on duty. 
Pilots must be given one day off 
in seven. 

The pilot is made responsible 
for the proper conditions of the 
plane and equipment before tak- 
ing off. 

Ceilings—the altitude at which 
the ground can be seen — are 
raised from a previous minimum 
of 200 feet for take-off to 300 feet, 
and ceilings are raised under a 
variety of circumstances to con- 
form in general -to those for 
scheduled airlines. 

The rules effective Feb. 15 re- 
quire a second air-speed indicator 
and sensitive altimeter, and the 
addition of certain other instru- 
ments to help the pilot, particu- 
larly during icing conditions, 

The July 15 effective date in- 
volves a rule that pilots who fly 
under instrument conditions (pop- 
ularly but incorrectly known as 
“blind” flying) must be checked 
out every six months by the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration.

The index for Dec. 15 is 153, 
compared to 100 for the period 
1935-39.

Retail food prices dropped 
about 1 per cent, while goods 
and services other than food 
and rent advanced about 3% 
per cent, the Bureau reported. 

In mid-December, retail 
prices of living essentials were 
15 per cent higher than in mid- 
June, 1946, and 18 per cent 
above January 1946.

Taber of New Vork Says 
Reduction Must Be 
More Than Amount 
‘Proposed by Truman. 
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WASHINGTON, Jan. 21 (AP)— 
Representative Taber (Rep.), New 
York, newly assigned watchdog of 
the nation’s pocketbook, said to- 
day he not only would “sledge 
hammer” future money bills but 
whack at some spending pro 
grams laid out by the last Con- 
gress. 


In that category Taber lumped 
what he called “non-essential 
functions of Government“ and 
public works programs on which 
direct appropriations are pending 
—such as roads, rivers and har- 
bors, and airports. 

Taber told reporters these pro- 
grams would be re-examined and 
“new justifications must be made 
before money is provided.” He 
gave no details of projects that 
might be affected, but said many 
millions of dollars could be saved. 

“We've got to cut back current 
spending a lot more than the 
$1,500,000,000 the President has 
recommended,” Taber said. 

Already chairman of the House 
Appropriations Committee, Taber 
was elected yesterday as head of 
the 102-member Senate House 
Budget Committee which will re- 
view President Truman's $37, 
500,000,000 budget for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1 and then 
put its own ceiling on federal 
expenditures. 

Republican fiscal managers hope 
to cut between three billion and 
eight billion dollars from the 
President's estimates. 

Taber announced that a 20- 
member subcommittee of the 102- 
member budget group probably 
will meet Thursday to begin its 
studies. The Legislative Reorgan- 
ization Act calls for the full com- 
mittee to submit its own estimates 
to Congress by Feb. 15. 

Check on Labor Department. 

Taber, in discussing spending 
the current fiscal year, said: 

“I want to know how it is that 
the Government spent 18 billion 
dollars in the first six months and 
plans to spend $23,500,000,000 de- 
tween now and July 1. We can 
review a lot of things where au- 
thorizations have been made but 
money not yet appropriated.” 

As for “unnecessary activities,” 
Taber thought he might be able 
to find some room for saving in 
the Commerce Department par- 
ticularly, although he did not 
name any specific projects. 

He also said that the Labor De- 
partment would come under close 
scrutiny, asserting, “we anticipate 
a reshuffling in the labor picture 
to eliminate duplicating’ activ- 
ities.” 

“There are a lot of Government 
functions we should begin to 
drop,” Taber said.

1200 Students Hang Talmadge 
In Effigy, Demand He Resign 


Hooting Georgia Throng Storms Into Re- 
ception Room of Governor’s Office— 
Octupant Receives Delegation. 


ATLANTA, Jan, 21 (AP)—More 
than 1200 hooting college students, 


many of them giving the Nazi 
salute and some of them bearing 
Nazi swastika emblems, stormed 
into Georgia’s capitol grounds to- 
day in an unsuccessful effort to 
obtain Herman Talmadge's imme- 
diate resignation at Governor. 

Talmadge, who told the Legis- 
lature earlier he would resign and 
run for the office in a special 
“Democratic white primary” if his 
rival claimant, Lt. Gov. M. E. 
Thompson, would do Jikewise, re- 
ceived a delegation of leaders but 
declined to address the crowd. 

As the delegation left the execu- 
tive offices, which Talmadge 
seized in a nocturnal maneuver 
last week from retiring Gov. Ellis 
Arnall, a delegation of pro-Tal- 
madge students was admitted. 
Their spokesman told Talmadge 
that a large number of students 
favored him and offered to organ- 
ize a rally in his behalf. Talmadge 
demurred, saying, “I want my 
friends to stay out of mob demon- 
strations.” 


Talmadge Hanged in Effigy. 

The anti-Talmadge demonstra- 
tion began with a march through 
downtown Atlanta and _ surged 
across the Capitol lawn, where 
participants hanged Talmadge in 
effigy from the statue of Georgia's 
one-time agrarian leader, Tom 
Watson. When the delegation was 
received, the demonstration surged 
forward into the Capitol and over- 
ran Talmadge’s reception room. 
The roar of voices repeating, 
“Open the door, Herman,” could 
be heard in the private executive 
offices. 

Talmadge’s refusal to address 
the group with the statement it 
was not his custom to attend or- 
ganized rallies of his enemies. He 
added he was opposed to their 
views, but like Voltaire, would de- 
fend their right to express them. 

“You have a perfect legal right 
to demonstrate for what you be- 
lieve,” he said. 

The hanging in effigy took 
place at the same spot where 
University of Georgia students 
hanged Talmadge’s father in ef- 
figy five years ago after he fired 
two state educators for their 
racial policies, resulting in tem- 
porary discreditization of the state 
university system,

ward revision of the policies of 
management and operation of 
state training schools for juven- 
iles and state hospitals were or- 
dered yesterday by the Legisla- 
ture, 


In accordance with an agree- 
ment between the leaders of the 
two houses, the Senate authorized 
appointment of a special commit- 
tee to study the training school 
programs. The house voted to 
establish a similar group to make 
a survey of state hospital policies. 

The Senate committee is au- 
thorized to confer with the State 
Board of Training Schools on de- 
sired changes in the management 
and operation of the institutions, 
including establishment of new 
policies covering the care and 
training of juvenile offenders. The 
House study will cover policies on 
admission, care and treatment of 


mental patients. Both surveys 
will include the need for repairs 
and additions to buildings and 
equipment. 
Donnelly Recc 


Gov Phil M. Donnelly, in his 
message to the Legislature, recom- 
mended that the training school 
for boys at Boonville be used only 
for older juvenile offenders, and 
that the training school for Negro 
girls at Tipton be converted into 
a school for younger boys. 


Under the governor’s proposal, 
the 31 girls now at Tipton would 
be transferred to the training 
school for girls at Chillicothe. He 
also urged that juvenile offend- 
ers who. proved incorrigible at 
Boonville be transferred to the 
penitentiary or the Intermediate 
Reformatory at Algoa. 


In its recent report to the Leg- 
islature, the special Children’s 
Code Commission recommended a 
new training school for boys to 
replace the Boonville institution. 
It also urged that extensive re- 
pairs be made and new equipment 
proviued for the Tipton and 
Chillicothe schools. 


Gov. Donnelly proposed that 
state hospitals provide adequate 
treatment for mental patients who 
can be cured, instead of merely

tain gates. Royall said there were 
such rules but that he was not 
qualified to testify regarding 
them. 


With a view to determining 
whether these regulations may 
have contributed to building up 
portal-to-portal time, Capehart 
suggested that the provost mar- 
shal general and others in general 
charge of plant security should 
testify. Royall agreed to have 
these officials appear before the 
subcommittee. 

Chairman Donnell (Rep.), Mis- 
url, said the group also would 
hear heads of other Government 
departments, including Navy and 
Commerce. 

Proposed legislation in both Sen- 
ate and House would amend the 
Wage Hour Act of 1938 to offset 
a Supreme Court decision that em- 
ployers must pay for worker time 
they control, whether or not actual 
producive labor is involved. The 
newest proposal, by Chairman 
Hartley of the House Labor Com- 
mittee, would outlaw all pst. 
present or future claims. Hartley

Judge Picard's Denial. 

Senator Eastland (Dem.), Mis- 
sissippi, who yesterday urged an 


investigation, with a view to im- 


peachment,” of the Detroit fed- 
eral judge whose decision led to 
the portal pay suits, said he ex- 
pects the subcommittee to refer 
his suggestion to the full judiciary 
group.

At Detroit Ernest Goodman, at- 
torney for the CIO United Auto 
Workers in the case mentioned by 
Iserman, protested in a telegram 
to the subcommittee: 

“It seems unfair that Judge 
Picard should be the victim of 
this new effort by employers to 
intimidate the Federal judiciary 
and to prejudice Congress so as to 


which will deprive workers of 
their ‘claims.” , 
Talked With Steel Lawyer. 

In response to a demand by the 
subcommittee, CIO General Coun- 
sel Lee Pressman late yesterday 
identified Tom Patton, general 
counsel for Republic Steel Corpor- 
ation, as the “industry representa- 
tive” with whom Pressman testi- 
fied he had discussed the portal 
pay problem. 

Pressman had declined Saturday 
to name names, declaring that col- 
lective bargaining conversations 
are confidential. 

Patton, he said, had expressed 
the feeling that, in the light of 
problems confronting industry, 
“in his judgment, some “form of 
legislation would be enacted.” 

_ Testifying before the subcom- 
mittee Saturday, Pressman _ said 
counsel for “many big corpora- 
tions” had declined to bargain on 
the portal issue, telling CIO rep- 
resentatives they had talked with 
Congressmen and felt certain the 
Wage-Hour Act would be amend- 
ed. 

Patton's Version of Talk. 


At Cleveland Patton reported he 
had seen Pressman at a “chance 
meeting” in a Pittsburgh hotel 
lobby in December, and gave this 
account of their conversation: 

“He (Pressman) greeted me 
with a jocular remark that he 
would be around to see me soon 
to discuss settlement of a portal- 
to-portal pay suit which had just 
been filed against Republic Steel. 
I replied that, as I understood the 
Supreme Court decision, such suits 
could not be settled. 

“We talked a few minutes more 
about the portal-to-portal pay sit- 
uation, which Pressman described 
as ‘silly,’ and said the suits had 
to be filed after District 50, the 
United Mine Workers Union, had 
started using them as organizing 
vehicles in plants where the United 
Steelworkers had contracts,” Pat- 
ton continued. 


“He (Pressman) said he hoped 
that we (industry) wouldn’t press 
Congress to pass legislation that 
might later be declared unconsti- 
tutional. I replied that I had 
looked carefully into the law and 
was satisfied that Congress could 
pass legislation well within the 
limits of the Constitution which 
would relieve employers of past 
liability in the _ portal-to-portal 
suits.” 


Patton said the Supreme Court 
decision to which he referred was 
not the Mt. Clemens ruling cited 
by Pressman but a decision af- 
fecting employes of a Brooklyn 
savings bank under conditions of 
the Fair Labor Standards Act of 
1938. 


Hartley's House Bill. 

Hartley's announcement of his 
portal bill followed introduction 
by Representative Landis (Rep.), 
Indiana, of two bills to restore, 
with some changes, the Govern- 
ments wartime plant seizure 
power and to sanction the firing 
of workers if they break a con- 
tract or strike for other purposes 
than to improve wages, hours or 
working conditions. Landis ranks 
next to Hartley in seniority on the 
Labor Committee. 

Hartley's bill defines work gen- 
erally as “productive work” er 
work covered:by collective bargain- 
ing agreemerits. It specifies that 
a work week “shall not include 
any time, regardless of its extent 
or duration, spent in activity not 
constituting productive work.”

He was accompanied here 
in a private car by Mrs. Marshall 
and an aide, Col. J. H. Caughey. 

Mrs. Marshall, dressed in gray 
and wearing a purple orchid, ap- 
peared on the train platform 
first. Then came Marshall, look- 
ing tanned and rested from his 
stopover in Hawaii. 

Marshall in his new post must 
choose between his Army pay of 
$15,751 a year and a Cabinet of- 
ficer’s salary of $15,000. He was 
given the choice by the Act of 
Congress which made him a five- 
star General of the Army, entitled 
even in retirement to his max- 
imum total pay and allotments. 
Under the law, he cannot be on 
two Government payrolls. 

After Marshall’s Army terminal 
leave expires at the end of this 
month, he will have the status of 
a retired officer. 

He told reporters he would re- 
occupy his farm-home at Lees- 
burg, Va., and again become a 
daily commuter in and out of 
Washington. The farm is about 
35 miles west of the capital.

The Navy said that before today 
76,934 radar-controlled landings, 
1071 in which the safety of the 
plane and crew were involved and 
the balance in training, had been 
effected without mishap. 

Before today, naval air transport 
service had flown 1,400,000,000 pas- 
senger miles without a fatality. 

The Navy said the pilot, Lt. 
Clyde B. McKinney of Glendale, 
Calif, was making a normal 
ground controlled approach when 
for some unexplained reason th 
plane made a radical let-down an 
hit short of the field.” 

Eyewitness Account. 

An eyewitness account was fur- 
nished by Jim Carlson, mechanic 
for California Air Service at the 
airport. 

Among the first to reach the 
scene, Carlson said “nine or 10” 
persons were sitting or lying on 
the runway near the burning 
plane. Only the co-pilot remained 
in the plane, he said, and the 
pilot was working to get him 
free. 

The transport, officially known 
as an RSD, zoomed out of the 
mist, Carlson said. and it was 
apparent, it was going to crash. 

“The plane was coming in too 
low,” he recounted. “The right 
wing was down and the pilot was 
slipping to the left in an apparent 
effort to correct it.”

Bill on Jurisdictional Rows. 


Although Senator Madison’s bill 
is the first labor legislation to 
come before this legislature, Sen- 
ator H. Raymond Williams of 
Cassville has under preparation 
a bill to prohibit strikes in public 
utilities and basic industries, to 
requiring public financial state- 
ments by labor unions, to impose 
the same responsibility on unions 
as on employers to carry out con- 
tracts and to prohibit jurisdic- 
tional strikes. 


He said he was hopeful the state 
leaders of organized labor would 
approve the bills, and expressed 
the belief that co-operation of the 
labor leaders was a possibility. 

The bills will not be drawn with 
the idea of penalizing labor for 
anything that has occurred in the 
past, he said. They will be de- 
signed solely to protect the pub- 
lic without jeopardizing any of 
the real rights of labor. In my 
opinion the legislation I have in 
mind will benefit labor.” 


House Likely to Delay Action. 

There is no present prospect of 
the initiation of similar legislation 
in the House. Speaker Murray E. 
Thompson said the disposition of 
the House leadership was to await 
action by Congress. In the event 
of failure of congressional action, 
or need of state action to supple- 
ment corgressional legislation, 
the subject would be considered 
later in the session, 


Senator Williams has ready for 
introduction a bill to require that 
all state buildings and institutions 
be equipped with stand-by plants 
to burn oil or gas and capable of 
being put into operation within 
three hours in case of a coal 
shortage due to strikes or any 
other cause. It is probable he 
will withhold this measure until 
the exact provisions of the anti- 
strike bills are worked out. 


Might Include Newspapers. 


“There must be a prohibition 
against strikes in industry which 
endanger the health and welfare 
of the people generally,” he said. 
“It certainly is essential that 
there be no denial of the right of 
the people to the services of pub- 
lic utilities supplying light, heat 
and power, transportation and 
communication. Strikes which 
deny these things, which in many 
instances could mean life or death 
to many people, must be pro- 
hibited. 

“I am inclined to the opinion 
that such a prohibition should 
even be extended -to newspaper 
strikes, but I have not yet de- 
cided that my bills will go that 
far. However, the welfare of the 
people requires the publication of 
newspapers and to my mind a 
newspaper strike is a violation of 
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the free speech and press provi- 
sion of the Constitution. 

“The jurisdictional strike is in- 
defensible from any standpoint. 
The law must make the labor 
union as responsible for violation 
of its contracts as is the em- 
ployer. 

“In addition to this legislation, 
I propose to attempt to pass a 
law requiring public detailed fi- 
nancial statements of the receipts 
and expenditures of labor unions. 
When labor organizations spend 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
for political purposes, and when 
we learn of the funds of labor 
unions being used to prevent the 
operation of independent coal 
mines, I think it time that the 
individua] members of the unions 
have financial statements which 
will show where their money is 
going, and that the public have 
an insight into the financial rami- 
fications of organized labor, which 
is about the biggest business in 
the country.”

Tax Returns An Issue. 


„One of the Republicans’ chief 
arguments for extension of the 
special committee’s authority is 
that it has White House permis- 
sion to examine income tax re- 
turns in connection with its work. 

That argument got a body blow 
when Aiken told the Senate he 
had talked with Truman and had 
assurance the President would 
grant his committee the same 
authority. 

The main Democratic argument 
is that the Congressional reorgan- 
ization act adopted last year was 
intended to abolish special com- 
mittees. 

In debate yesterday, Senator 
Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, contended 
that the jurisdiction of the 15 
standing committees is so all-em- 
bracing that “there is nothing 
that can be presented to the Sen- 
ate by way of resolution or Dill 
that some of these 15 committees 
can not consider or investigate.” 

Insinuations Denied, 

He declared it is “sheer balder- 
dash, pure tommyrot, and worth- 
less political poppycock” to insin- 
uate that the Democrats are try- 
ing to block any investigations for 
fear of what might be turned up 
against the administration. 

“You can fulminate and fumi- 
gate to your hearts’ content, with 
only your political conscience as 
your guide,” he told the Repub- 
licans. “You can smear, smell, 
fish and hunt, and the Senator 
from Illinois will interpose no ob- 
jection so long as it is done under 
the spirit and the letter of the Re- 
organization Act. 

“T want to know today whether 
you meant what you said last year 
(in the Reorganization Act) or 
whether you were just kidding the 
people for political reasons.”

They have 
sought to minimize publicly on the 
Mickles case, because of the pres- 
ence of several hundred Negro 
troops at Schofield barracks, 
where Mickles has been confined 
since he was brought here from 
Guam. 


An Army spokesman has stated 
that Mickles, who was attached to 
the Twentieth Air Force on Guam, 
was charged with robbery as well 
as rape. The youth escaped from 
the Schofield stockade last month 
with several other prisoners, but 
Was recaptured. 

Mickles's death sentence was re- 
viewed by several higher com- 
mands before it reached the White 
House, Army authorities said. 


Condemned Youth’s Mother Lives 
in St. Louis. 

Mickles is the son of Mrs. Neori 
Robinson, laundry worker living at 
2202 Clark avenue. His grand- 
father, Jim Mickles, 2243 Randolph 
street, said today that the Negro 
soldier had enlisted three years 
ago at St. Louls, at the age of 16. 

The elder Mickles said Army 
authorities had interviewed mem- 
bers of the family about the 
charge against the young soldier, 
but that the soldier himself had 
not discussed the case in his let- 
ters, except to ask his mother to 
pray for him.

A.J. VOLSTEAD Dik: 
KNOWN FOR DRY LAW 


Minnesota Ex - Congressman 
Had Been in Retirement 
Since Repeal. 


GRANITE FALLS, Minn., Jan. 
21 (AP)—Andrew J. Volstead, who 
in the public mind personified 
prohibition in the United States, 
died yesterday at his Granite Falls 
home. He had been in virtual 
retirement since the federal stat- 
ute bearing his name was repealed 
in 1933. He was 87 years old. 

Volstead, a Minnesota country 
lawyer, served in Congress for 20 
years. He was chairman of the 
House Judiciary Committee when 
an enforcement act to implement 
the Eighteenth Amendment be- 
came necessary in 1918. 

How much of that act Volstead 
himself wrote remained his secret 
when he died. But that law be- 
came popularly known as the 
Volstead Act when it was passed 
by Congress over President Wil- 
son’s veto. 

After his defeat in 1922, Vol- 
stead continued his campaign 
against liquor — started at the 
level of his own county—by be- 
coming legal adviser of the St. 
Paul (Minn.) district prohibition 
enforcement headquarters, He 
held this post until repeal came 
in 1933.

Jim Richie can count things

won. Last night the majority of 
ringsiders thought Savold had 
won. 0 

Gene Farrell, one judge, voted 
53 to 47 for Savold; the other, Al 
Graeff, counted it 53 to 47 for 
Richie, while the referee, Ray 
Palmer, called it 50-50. No major- 
ity; no decision. 

The writer scored it 53 to 47 for 
Savold. 

Start Better Than the Finish. 

It started out as though it would 
be a great fight, with both men 
giving everything they had for five 
rounds. Although he was out- 
weighed 16% pounds, 177 to 193%, 
Richie moved around Savold to 
win two of the first three rounds 
with much sharper punching. 

Savold bided his time and used 
his greater weight and strength 
o advantage, tying up Richie in 
clinches, He also got a break ear- 
ly when he damaged Richie's right 
eye badly with a left hook, 

The action slowed considerably 
after the fifth round with Savold 
appearing to have an edge in each 
of the last four. Once he rocked 
Richie with a left to the head, 
then brought up a powerful right 
uppercut to Jim's body which al- 
most lifted him off the floor. In- 
stead of following up, Savold was 
content to let Richie rest, clinch 
and run until he recuperated. 


Took Too Much for Granted. 

Savold, apparently, thought he 
had the fight well in hand toward 
the finish, for he didn't make any 
great effort to catch Richie. 

Richie was much the more dam- 
aged, with both eyes hurt, while 
Savold was unmarked. 

At the finish Lee expressed his 
displeasure with the verdict and 
said he thought he had eight of 
the 10 rounds, 

“But that guy can run faster 
than Conn,” he cracked. 

Milton Jones scored the only 
knockout of the card when he 
dropped Jack Hill, Bloomington 
(III.) southpaw, in the fifth round 
Jones was puzzled by the left- 
hander until the fifth, when Mil- 
ton caught up with him to knock 
him down for a nine count, He 
had hardly got up when Jones 
knocked him through the ropes at 
the east side of the ring to a table 
and before Hill could get back 
into the ring he was counted out. 

T.K.O. Still With Us. 

Another Bloomington boy, El- 
mer Holt, came to grief in the 
first round of his bout with Darby 
Dan. After Holt had been down 
three times and was clearly out- 
classed, Referee Freddy Coyne, a 
veteran, but making his first ar 
pearance as an official] here, held 
up Dan’s hand much to the sur- 
prise of the spectators who had 
read of the action of the Missouri 
Commission Saturday in outlawing 
technical knockouts. 

Commissioner Bill Herring said, 
however, that the announcement 
was premature, that the rule, with 
others being changed, is not sup- 
posed to go into effect until July 1, 

If it needed only one fight to 
show the ridiculousness of such a 
rule this was it. Under the pro- 
posed change if a bout is stopped 
because of an injury to a boxer 
in the first half of a fight it is to 
be called a draw, if in the second 
half it goes to the survivor on a 
decision. 

In this case Holt was clearly 
outclassed, but not injured. If the 
referee had been restricted, as pro- 
posed in the new rule, he prob- 
ably would have permitted the bout 
to go until Holt was knocked out, 
in which case the Bloomington 
boy might have been hurt. Or if 
stopped, Dan would have been 
cheated out of a victory over an 
opponent who clearly had no 
chance with him. 

Bull and Darby Draw. 

The best fight of a not too bril- 
liant program was a draw between 
Paul Darby, Detroit, and Jimmy 
Bull. St. Louis, in six rounds. 
Darby, knocked down in the third, 
bounced up without a count and 
fought back, pounding both fists 
to Bull’s body and slowing up the 
St. Louis boxer considerably. 

In the other bout, Paulie Davis 
gained a 6-round decision Over 
Johnny Tabbs in a bitterly fought 
contest which saw both swinging 
after the final bell. 

It was the last professional pro- 
gram scheduled by Hans Bern- 
stein until after the Golden Gloves 
tournament next month. Attend- 
ance was announced as 5319 with 
a gross gate of $11,633.

One of the Treasures of AM Time 
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Austria Ripe for Resurgence 


Of Fascist Rule When Allies 
Withdraw, Observer Says

probably be withdrawn from Aus- 


tria sometime this year—and then, what’s going to happen? 
I began wondering about this when I first entered “liberated” 


Austria last July. I've returned here four times since then, and each 


time I wonder more. 


In some ways the Americans and British seem 


to have done a better job here than in Germany. In some other 
respects their record (meaning our recofd) is just as spotty or 


ineffectual with the Austrians as 


Perhaps the two most serious 
weaknesses in American occupa- 
tional activities are these: 

(1) According to persistent 
testimony “de-Nazification” in 
the American zone has been er- 
ratic and far from thorough. 
Outside oe Vienna, Nazi sympa- 
thizers and ex-mistresses of 
Nazis (these usually being super- 
Nazis) very often continue to 
exercise a dangerous influence 
—either politically, or through 
susceptible United States of- 
ficers. 

(2) The Americans have failed 
to formulate and focus a dy- 
namic “education-for democ- 
racy” propaganda upon the 
provincial Austrians. Through 
its American - directed news- 
papers and radio stations our 
IS B (Information Services 
Branch) has done a splendid 
job of setting a democratic ex- 
ample. ISB has exposed Aus- 
trians to the best of American 
free press and free radio prac- 
tices — and this groundwork is 
extremely important. But the 
United States Army has pro- 
duced no educational democra- 
tic program which would plant 
specific ideas or practices in 
cities, towns and rural commun- 
ities. There has been no follow- 
up and follow-through. 


Nazism Is Strong. 


These two failures can combine 
to produce serious problems and 
much trouble for the western 
powers once our armies of occu- 
pation pull out because the pro- 
vincial Austrians (as distinct from 
the Viennese) are still very highly 
Nazified. Foreigners who know 
Austria most intimately assure 
me there are an even greater 


number of ardent Nazis, per capi- 


with the Germans. 


ta, in Austria than in Germany. 
After much travel in our Ameri- 
can zone I’m convinced this is 
true. 


The provincial Austrians, on the 
average, are surly or arrogant to- 
ward Americans—or they do not 
bother to disguise their hostility 
or disdain. Our strange official 
policy of treating the Austrians as 
“liberated” people rather than as 
an ex-enemy population has made 
this attitude much worse. 

The result on myself has been 
this. I returned here with a long- 
established sympathy for the Aus- 
trians. Today I have virtually 
none left—but this is as much due 
to American mistakes as to the 
highly-Nazified Austrian attitude. 

The truth about our political 


haven’t got anything to replace 
Nazi propaganda as yet. These 
provincial Austrians have lost all 
sense of logical thinking. I'm 
appalied at their terrible stupid- 
ity. They will believe the most 
preposterous rumors. They cling 
to the past. They are dazed and 
hopeless. It’s just like a mental 
disease. But how can you hope to 
cure a mental disease without a 
program and a definite, sustained 
effort?” 

Until now the Americans have 
produced no such program for 
winning the Austrians to democ- 
racy through adult education. But 
the majority of these provintial 
people responded to Dr. Paul 
Joseph Goebbels’s line and the 
Nazis’s blatant, hammering propa- 
ganda techniques. They seem 
totally immune to occasional dem- 
ocratic hints and suggestions. 
They are used to having ideas 
dinned into their ears.. Most of 
them swallowed Aryanism, the 
pan-Germanic super race idea and 
the rest of the Nazi poison, Out- 
side Vienna (where the democra- 
tic-minded Socialists are still very 
strong) most Austrians probably 
look back at the Nazi regime as 
“the good years.” Once the Amer- 
icans, Brith and French get out, | 
a great many provincial Austrians 
will undoubtedly flock around the | 
first Nazi-style fuehrer who excels | 
at demagoguery. . | 

Certainly there is every reason | 
to expect that a _ thinly-veiled | 
Nazi-reactionary movement 
come to the surface once Austria | 
is on its own. If it is held in 
check, that will be due chiefly to | 
the strength and democratic in- 
tegrity of the Viennese Socialists. | 


But fear of the Austrian Com- 


munist party may push the Catho- 
lic People’s party more and more 
to the extreme right, while the 
Socialist middle ground is whit- 
tled away. Something like this 
happened between the wars and 
permitted Engelbert Dollfuss to 
kill the Austrian republic. It can 
happen again—and similarly in 
Germany. And within four or five 
years at a maximum, it is likely 
to happen in Italy. It would be 
a disastrous commentary on An- 
glo-American blindness if Austria 
and Italy should wind up with 
right-wing dictatorships a few 
years after Allied troops with- 
draw. 
Needs Help of West. 

In regard to Austria, the Ameri- 
cans and British can pull out mili- 
tarily (and must do so), but we 
can’t pull out politically. Austria 


made pitifully little progress over 
nearly two years toward making 
Austria democratically safe. The 
Communists are by no means 
strong enough today to become 
the dominant party here, or to 
take over. The strength of Aus- 
trian Nazis in the provinces is a 
much more serious danger. Fas- 
cism can always dress itsel? up 
so as to win powerful allies — 
in the name of “order,” “defense 
against Communism” and “Na- 
tional independence.”

the Allied democracies had had 


some real conception of how to 
propagandize and inculcate demo- 
cratic ideas and practices, the 
long-term political outlook for 
Austria would not be nearly so 
disturbing as it is today.

EOPLE all over the world fear an American depression, remem- 
bering how it contributed to a world depression in the 1930s, 
“leading to the rise of Hitler and to war,” 


W. Averell Harriman, 


United States Secretary of Commerce and former American Ambassa- 
dor to London and Moscow said last night. 


Harriman spoke at the anhual 
banquet of the Mississippi Valley 
Association at Hotel Statler. In- 
troduced as a successful business 
man, statesman and polo player, 
the new Secretary of Commerce 
feced his audience soberly, with 
only a trace of the boyish zest 
he exhibited when he first joined 
the Roosevelt administration 
nearly 14 years ago. 


have come home from abroad,” 
said Harriman, “with the deep con- 
viction that of first importance in 
the world today is economic sta- 
bility and expansion in our own 
country, for the prosperity of our 
own people and for peace and pros- 
perity the world over.” 

Harriman seemed obsessed by 
the tragedy of history somehow in- 
sisting on repeating itself. “In 
spite of the present high level of 
business prosperity,” he said, 
“there is concern among people in 
this country over the future.” In 
this very concern, however, he saw 
hope that people understood and 
could avoid the real danger of the 
cycle of “boom and bust.” 


Can End Depressions. 

Despite the fears of the world, 
he said, “we can end depressions 
if all groups and government will 
work together.” 

He did not underestimate the 
difficulties of avoiding a repetition 
of the 1920s and the 1930s. Averell 
Harriman was older than he had 
been in 1933. His slender figure 
still had that lean, athletic look in 
a faultiess dinner jacket, but his 
hair was gray around the temples 
and his shoulders a trifle stooped. 

Whipping off his horn-rim spec- 
tacles, he again spoke of the re- 
peating patterns of history when 
he came to the part of his ad- 
dress dealing with world economic 
problems. He looked up from his 
manuscript and launched an un- 
scheduled and somewhat impas- 
sioned plea for the economic re- 
habilitation of Germany. 

2. make no apology for my 
statements,” he said, “but I want 
it clearly understood—I do not 
mean that we should rebuild the 
power of Germany, as we did aft- 
er the last war. 

“But the people of Germany are 
close to starvation. We did not 
conquer the German people to 
starve them. Our job is to build 
a decent democratic life for the 
German people. Either we 
should get out or do a decent 
American job. 

Warning on Russia. 


“Tf this job is not done by the 
nations of the West, you can be 
sure it will be done by Russia— 
and then it will be a different 
story this country will have to 
face in the future. 


“In any event, there can be no 
normal life for Europe as a whole 
without a producing and consum- 
ing Germany.” 

The United States, he said, “must 
assist in the economic rehabilita- 
tion of Germany with the help of 
England. France and Russia—"if 
she will work with us.” Britain, 
however, has her own economic 
problems, of tightening its belt at 
home to build the necessary for- 
eign trade for its future well-be- 
ing, Harriman said. France, re- 
covering economically, te grave 
political difficulties ahead.” 


The people of the world, he said, 
“look to us with hope that we will 
continue to take leadership in the 
re-establishment and development 
of the economic life of the world.” 
This does not mean that America 
will play “Santa Claus,” he said, 
but that American leadership will 
be on a hard-headed business 
basis.” 

Most of all, he said, “we don’t 
want to look on the United States 
as a nation with an economy iso- 
lated from the rest of the world. 
if we do, America's foreign policy 
becomes meaningless.” 


Support For Marshall. 


As Secretary of Commerce, Har- 
riman said, he expected to “back 
the policies Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall develops. As he needed pro- 
duction of materials to back his 
armies in the war, Marshall as Sec- 
retary of State needs a sound eco- 
homic policy to back his political 

licies now. And let me say that 

© one in the country is better 
Pitted for the post of_Secretary of 
State than Gen, Marshall. He 
represents the true American

People abroad know that we, 
who represent about 6 per cent of 
the world’s population, have half 
the industrial production of the 
world and are the most powerful 
nation on earth, and that it is only 
with our active co-operation that 
they can reconstruct their eco- 
nomic life. They have watched 
with encouragement the develop- 
ment of our foreign political poli- 
cles and our strong support of the 
United Nations, 

“They know that our participa- 
tion in international settlements is

tions. They are encouraged by the 
fact that our international political 
policies have the support of the 
people of this country on a bi- 
partisan basis. 

“I am speaking of the people of 
the world generally,” Harriman as-

Wept at Death of F.D.R. 


This. obvious reference to Rus- 
sia was implemented by Marri- 
man’s description of how the peo- 
ple of Moscow received word of 
the death of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. “They wept openly,” he said. 
“Roosevelt had taken the hearts 
of people all over the world.” 


The whole world looks to Amer- 
ica for leadership still, Harriman 
said. 


“It is clearly the challenge to 
the present generation,” he said, 
“to develop within the frame- 
work of our free society and our 
system of free enterprise a stable 
economy that gives both security 
and a high expanding standard of 
living to all of our people, We 
are the only count that now 
has the ability and the resources 
to accomplish this.” 


Harriman spoke of the develop- 
ment of business and of agricul- 
ture in this country. He praised 
his predecessor in office, Henry 
A. Wallace, for having developed 
a program within the Department 
of Commerce to aid small busi- 
ness. He said American farm pro- 
duction, in the war, had been es- 
sential to Britain and to Russia, 
and was still essential in a hun- 
gry world. 


American exports of all sorts, 
he said, are needed in the ‘world. 
“All countries of the world urgent- 
ly require Americun machinery 
and equipment to assist in recon- 
struction. These needs will last 
for many years, particularly in 
the underdeveloped areas. 

Departs From Manuscript. 

“But no program can be per- 
manently successful, in fact it 
will collapse, unless we, promote 
simultaneously the expansion of 
our use of goods and services of 
other countries.” At this point 
Harriman looked up over his 
spectacles, departing again from 
his manuscript. 


“We keep talking about exports, 
and shying away from imports,” 
he said. “I want to say that no- 
body ever got rich by divesting 
himself of property. We ought to 
“9 5 Yankee traders than 
that.” 


As an example of the need for 
imports, Harriman spoke of the 
St. Louis shoe industry. About 
“15 per cent of our cattle hides, 
35 per cent of our calf skins, 50 
per cent of our sheep and lamb 
skins and 99 per cent of our goat 
and kid skins come from abroad,” 
he said. 


“For the very important elec- 
trical and electronic industry in 
this area,” he said, “mica is’ needed 
from India arfd Brazil, for insula- 
tion.” He gaid “black tale is 
needed from India for: electronic 
tubes,“ then he paused, looked up 
and added: “Black talce—whatever 
that is, I don’t know. Do you?” 
The audience joined in his easy 
laughter, 


Harriman acknowledged that 
efforts to break down internation- 
al trade barriers, while important, 
“must be taken carefully so as 
not to interfere with production 
at home.” 


In all of the problems Harriman‘ 
discussed, he invited the Mississip- 
pi Valley Association to partici- 
pate in the solutions, He solicited 
its opinions. 

“I'm broadly back of what you 

are trying to do,” he said. Al- 
though,” he added with a smile,: 
“I’m not going to get caught in 
some of the controversies out 
here. I'm not going to get caught 
on the question of whether the 
Federal Barge Lines should be 
sold by the Government—at least 
not tonight.” 
He asked the audience to real- 
ize that the United States of 
America had grave responsibilities 
in a world where “peace can only 
thrive in prosperity.” Harriman 
reminded his audience that “we're 
not a peanut nation any more. 
We're a 200-billion-dollar nation. 
We've got to get used to that. 
We must raise our sights.”

It is a step forward, and per- 
haps its chief virtue is that it is 
only that. It creates the new 
things that are essential without 
destroying anything that has 
proved its usefulness. Save for 
the creation of the separate air 
arm, it does little violence to the 
existing structure of the service 
department, It does provide — as 
it should — for co-ordinated plan- 
ning and direction, but it does not 
attempt a merger of administra- 
tive functions. 

Thus the agreement does what 
has to be done now, and leaves 
further decisions to be gauged and 
adjusted by the progress made in 
working out the new arrange 
ments. In this connection, the 
labors of successive classes of 
senior officers of all three services 
in the National War College, and 
the experience to be drawn from 
the work of the joint overseas 
commands already set up, will be 
of the utmost value. 

Question of Cabinet Status. 
Some. confusion apparently has 
arisen as to whether the three 
Secretaries of the Army, Navy 
and Air will have Cabinet status. 
The present impression in Wash- 
ington seems to be that only the 
over-all Secretary of National De- 
fense will be a regular Cabinet 
officer, the others being available 
to be called in at Cabinet meet- 
ings if required by the Président. 

It is also clear that under this 
plan the Secretary of National 
Defense will not actually be a head 
of department; he will be the 
general manager, so to speak, of 
three departments, but his own 
administrative staff will be lim- 
ited to that required for admin- 
istration of the joint agencies 
above referred to, In this respect 
the plan clesely resembles the 
new British setup, as described in 
the recent White Paper. 

However, the British for many 
years have recognized two levels 
of higher administrative thor- 
ity. They have had departments 
headed by ministers who were -in 


the Cabinet, and departments 


headed by ministers who were not 
in the Cabinet. In the present 
British Cabinet there is a group 
of super-ministers, each of whom 
co-ordinates the efforts of several 
departments, Thus Greenwood has 
supervision over those ministries 
dealing with the social services 
(education; health), while Morri- 
son directs those which deal with 
economic planning (fuel and 
power, agriculture, food). Bevin, 
as Foreign Secretary, also deals 
with other branches of external 
affairs (through the Colonial Of- 
fice, the ministry charged with 
German occupation policy, and 
the like). Alexander now becomes 
Minister of Defense, with the

him, Add to these the Prime Min- 
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ister and the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, who provides’ the 
money for all, and you have a sort 
of super-Cabinet of six members. 

This has come about not all at 
once, but as a gradual evolution. 
It may be that some such evolu- 
tion, some such centralization of 
administrative authority, is going 
to prove itself necessary in this 
country. It is too soon to say; but 
certainly the idea of a head of 
department .who is not in the 
Cabinet is something new to our 
system, The plan does provide 
what is absolutely essential—that 
the civilian heads of the three 
services should each have access 
to the President. In framing the 
new legislation, it is to be hoped 
that Congress will do all possible 
to support further the prestige of 
the three positions, so that they 
may continue to attract men of 
the highest caliber. A Patterson, 
a Forrestal or a McCloy may be 
willing to serve as an Under or 
Assistant Secretary in time of war, 
but these positions have not cus- 
tomarily been so attractive to men 
of experience and ability in time 
of peace, 

Not too much in the way of 
economy should be expected this 
year.

Stalin Says There's No Danger 
Now of War Because Peoples 
Of Great Powers Don't Want It 


Tells Elliott Roosevelt He Sees Nothing 
in U. S.-Russian Misunder- 
standings — Expects No Special Treat- 
ment in Atomic Inspection.

The son of the late President 
Roosevelt, in his account of an in- 
terview which took place Dec. 21 
in the Kremlin in Moscow, said 
that Stalin appeared to be in good 
health, although thinner’ than 
when he had last seen him three 
years previously. 

Stalin, asked about relations be- 
tween the two powers since the 
death of President Roosevelt, re- 
plied: 

“I feef that if this question re- 
lates to relations and understand- 
ing between the American and 
Russian peoples, no deterioration 
has taken place, but on the con- 
trary relations have improved. 

“As to relations between the two 
governments, there have been mis- 
understandings. Certain deteriora- 


tion has taken place and then 
great noise was raised that their 
relations would even deteriorate 
still further. But I see nothing 
frightful about this in the sense 
of a violation of peace or a mili- 
tary conflict. 


“People Unwilling to Fight.” 


“Not a single great power, even 
if its government were anxious to 
do so, could now raise a large 
army to. fight another allied 
power, another great power, be- 
cause now one cannot possibly 
fight without one’s people—and 
the people are unwilling to fight. 
They are tired of war. Besides, 
there are no understandable objec- 
tives to justify a new war. 

“Therefore, I see nothing fright- 
ful that some representatives of 
the United States Government are 
talking about the deterioration of 
relations between us. 

“In view of all these considera- 
tions, I think that the danger of 
a new war is not real.” 

On the question of United Na- 
tions control of atomic energy, in- 
cluding inspection, Stalin said 
“on the principle of equality,

Stalin told Roosevelt he believed 
there should be several Big Three 
(United States, Russia and Brit- 
ain) meetings in the future and 
that they would be very useful. 
He said that “in many respects 
the fate of the United Nations as 
an organization depends on a 
state of harmony being reached 
by these three powers.” 

On American politics, Stalin 
said he thought the present Gov- 
ernment was wasting away “the 
moral and political capital” 
created by President Roosevelt 
and that fact helped the Repub- 
licans to victory in the congres- 
sional elections. 


Asked if it were possible for the 
democratic United States and 
Communist Russia to live side-by- 
side in peace, Stalin replied that 
it was “not only possible; it is 
wise and entirely within the 
bounds of realization.” 


Roosevelt was accompanied dur- 
ing the interview by his wife, 
Faye Emerson, the actress. Also 
present, interpreting the conversa- 
tion, was Vladimir Pavlov, who 
translates for all the big parleys 
of the Soviet leaders. Roosevelt 
put 12 questions to Stalin, and his 
wife interposed one at one point.

Britain Appeals

Facing a bitter fight in the 
House 6f Commons on such meas- 
ures as the nationalization of 
transport and electricity, the Gov- 
ernment warned that Britain’s eco- 
nomic situation ts “extremely seri- 
ous” and called for a renewed 
drive to increase production. 

A picture of manpower short- 
ages, wornout factories and 
threats of inflation was presented 
in a white paper issued last night 
as a prelude to parliamentary de- 
bate on Government economic 
plans to be presented within the 
next few weeks. 

The Government report, indorsed 
by leaders of the British Em- 
ployers Confederation and the 
Trades Union Congress, warned 
that Britain still is piling up debts 
abroad and added: “American and 
Canadian loans only give us a 
short breathing space.” 

Declaring there was no danger 
“for many years” of the unemploy- 
ment which haunted Britain's 
workers after World War I, the 
Government report said employers 
must improve production methods 
and workers must abolish “slow- 
downs” hampering the export 
drive. 

The report advocated increased 
production to combat the threat 
of inflation but avoided any men- 
ion of a national wages policy, 
which has been backed in many 
circles to prevent a recurrence of 
“wildcat” strikes such as the re- 
cent transport stoppage which 
forced the Government to call out 
troops to keep food supplies mov-

Roger William Riis tells us in Coronet 
magazine: “If we want our towns and 
cities dominated by gangsters, rack- 
eteers, confidence men, commercialized 
prostitution and rotten politics, then we 
should legalize gambling.”

If any one in this country 1s skilled in 
scientific research within the fields of 
criminology and penology as related to 
civics and sociology, it is Virgil W. Pe- 
terson, Operating Director of the Chi- 
cago Crime Commission. Mr. Peterson 
has recently completed one of the most 
careful and convincing assemblages of 
facts and arguments ever published on 
the question—“Gambling, Should It Be 
Legalized?” He does not preach or 
moralize. He deals in cold facts and 
plenty of them. He proves that the wel- 
fare and security of society in any com- 
munity depends upon the strengthening 
of the agencies of law and order and 
their removal from politics, and that 
the discussion of legalized gambling as 
any sort of a supplement or substitute 
for such agencies is a waste of time.

The Momentous Labor Problem 


The stage is set in Washington for the most 
searching study of the national labor situation 
since the Wagner Act was passed in the early 
years of the New Deal. At that time, industry 
was on the defensive, as labor brought forth 
the injustices to which it had been subjected. 
Now, as the Senate Labor Committee opens its 
hearings Thursday, it is labor which is on the 
defensive for its abuses of the great power it 
achieved under the New Deal. 


During the past year, the country has been 
shocked, startled and dismayed by a series of 
strikes which have threatened to paralyze the 
nation’s economy and could have done so if they 
had been prolonged. Worse, the United States 
Government itself—the guardian of the nation’s 
welfare—has been challenged and defied by la- 
bor leaders. It has become humiliatingly obvi- 
ous that the Government lacks the implements 
to deal with industrial disputes which victimize 
135,000,000 people. 


Fresh in memory is the latest coal strike, called 
at the beginning of winter and ended only by a 
hastily-improvised legal action whose validity re- 
mains to be determined by the Supreme Court, 
As the court deliberates, both miners and opera- 
tors stand stiffly in an armed truce, which may 
break out again in open hostilities on or after 
April 1. 


Strikes in Essential Industries 


Fresh in memory, too, is the steel strike a year 
ago, another coal strike and, worst of all, because 
its impact on the nation was so immediately ef- 
fective—like cyanide of potassium on the human 
body—the railroad strike, This strike ended only 
when the President of the United States felt it 
necessary to make a personal appearance before 
Congress to demand the necessary powers to pro- 
tect the nation. 


These strikes in basic national industries were 
accompanied by others that had a deadly effect 
on large communities. Because New York is a 
city of skyscrapers, it can be and was throttled 
by a strike of elevator operators, which threw 
hundreds of thousands of innocent people out of 
work. New York, America's greatest port, was 
also erippled by a tugmen’s strike. A truckers’ 
strike there stopped the distribution of food and 
brought fear and even panic into the hearts of 
the people. 


In Pittsburgh, a union which only a few months 
before had been given a big pay increase called 
a power strike, shutting off the vital flow of elec- 
tricity, Milwaukee suffered a stoppage of gas. 
St. Louis had an electric power strike—a wildcat 
affair caused by stupidity and misunderstanding 
—and, though it lasted only a few hours, there 
is no assurance that it or some similar stoppage 
will not happen again. 


Safeguarding State Sovereignty 


The smashing victory of the Republicans in 
November is generally interpreted to mean that 
the people expect them to re-examine the whole 
labor picture and to take such action as will per- 
mit the Government to uphold and protect the 
national welfare when it is threatened by indus- 
trial disputes. Is it too strong to say that the 
public expects the majority party to safeguard 
the sovereignty of the state? 


This is the atmosphere as the Senate Labor 
Committee begins its work and as the Houge La- 
bor Committee proceeds to do likewise. In both 
houses, a cascade of bills is pouring into the 
hopper—to amend the Wagner Act, to ban the 
closed shop, to prevent jurisdictional disputes, to 
stop industry-wide strikes, to establish labor 
courts, to set up mediation boards, to curb the 
right to strike and to do many other things 
intended to curb the abuses of labor’s power. 


It is going to take Congress months to analyze 
and digest all the ideas that are being presented, 
and even at the end of that time no magie formu- 
la is going to emerge — for there is no magic 
formula that will guarantee industrial peace. But 
surely the public is entitled to expect and to de- 
mand measures which will make it possible to 
deal instantly and effectively with strikes affect- 
ing public health, public safety or the general 
welfare. 


Cooling-Off Period Not Effective 


Many of the measures being offered do not go 
to the heart of the matter. It is expected, for 
example, that the Senate will soon pass a revised 
Case bill, now known as the Taft - Ball- Smith 
measure, This creates a Federal Mediation Board 
with power to order a 60-day cooling-off period 
by intervening in disputes. It is doubtful if cool- 
ing-off by itself is sufficient. The Smith-Con- 
nally Act's 30-day cooling-off period hasn't pre- 
vented strikes. Nor did the much longer cooling- 
off period provided by the Railway Labor Act 
prevent the rail strike. 


The Taft-Ball-Smith bill also requires unions 
to publish annual financial reports, as many al- 
ready do; seeks to stop strikes for organizing pur- 
poses, jurisdictional strikes, and strikes to force 
a company not to do business with another com- 
pany; to outlaw unions of supervisory employes; 
and to make it easier to sue unions for damages 
in cases of contract breaches. 


Rights Need to Be Equalized 


While many of the Taft-Ball-Smith proposals 
are sound, the measure falls short of the broad- 
gauged approach that is necessary. It might be 
called a fringe bill which bites at the edges of 
the subject but does not consume it. In the same 
category gre proposals to amend the Wagner Act, 
The act certainly should be amended in various 
particulars to equalize the rights of management 
and labor. 


Employers should be given the same right as 
employes to petition the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board for a union election where majority 
representation is doubtful. Though Supreme 
Court decisions already bear on the point, the 
act should explicitly permit management to pre- 
sent its views freely in any industrial dispute 


provided they do not embody actual threats. It . 


should be made a positive obligation of labor, 
as well as management, to bargain in good faith, 
an obligation not now stated in the law. And 
so on. 


All these matters, however important, still do 
not touch the fundamental question of protect- 
ing our highly interdependent economy from 
work stoppages that spread with lightning-like 
ferocity throughout the nation. Nor do they pro- 
tect individual communities from the possibly 
catastrophic effect of strikes in public utility 
industries. 


Dae, Stappanes Uniustified 


For these latter strikes, which will probably 
have to be dealt with on the state and local level, 
there is no justification whatever. In a matter 


of hours, as in the case of water supply stoppages, . 


they can spread panic, disease and death. Here 
the right to strike should be severely restricted 
with penalties on the strikers in the form of loss 
of seniority, withdrawal of rights under the Wag- 
ner Act, cancellation of unemployment benefits 
and any other sanctions that are necessary. Any 
man who accepts employment in a vital utility 
should voluntarily renounce the right to strike, 
as pollcemen's unions and Government employes’ 
unions already do. In return, machinery should 
be set up to insure that his interest in proper 
wages and working conditions will be adequately 
safeguarded. 


National strikes which imperil public health, 
public safety or the general welfare have been 
made the subject of a plan by Sumner H. 
Slichter, which deserves careful attention. Set- 
ting forth his ideas in the New York Times 
Sunday Magazine, Mr. Slichter, who is Lamont 
professor of economics at Harvard and a recog- 
nized authority on labor problems, proposes that 
the President be authorized to declare a na- 
tional emergency when, under such circum- 
stances, a threatened or actual strike or lockout 
impends. Once this is done, unions would be 
compelled to rescind any strike instructions and 
to order back to work any men who may have 
struck. 


Solution by Labor Authority 


If union members fail to heed these instruc- 
tions, they would forfeit employment. This 
would mean,” says Mr. Slichter, “that they would 
be rehired ... as new employes with the senior- 
ity rights, vacation rights and pension rights of 
new employes.” Picketing would be forbidden 
and also the payment of strike benefits. A union 
which refused to order its men back to work 
would be required by the NLRB to show cause 
why it should not be deprived of its bargaining 
rights under the Wagner Act. 


To settle the dispute, Mr. Slichter would give 
the parties three options. They may, of course,” 
he says, “agree to resume negotiations or to sub- 
mit the dispute to arbitrators selected by them- 
selves.” Or they shall be submitted to arbitra- 
tion by some independent agency, such as might 
be suggested by the United States Conciliation 
Service. , 


Having denied the special-status worker the 
right to strike, Mr. Slichter would have the 
Government protect him as to wages and work- 
ing conditions. He writes: a 


Workers on special-status jobs should be 
assured that their wages will be reviewed 
once a year and increased as rapidly as 
wages in general rise. In addition, the spe- 
cial-status workers should receive more 
liberal vacation privileges than employes in 
general and more liberal pensions than those 
provided in the Social Security Act. The 
railroad employes, of course, already receive 
larger pensions than the Social Security 
Act provides. 


Senator Ferguson’s Court Plan 


An alternative course of settlement is sug- 
gested by Senator Ferguson’s proposal for a se- 
ries of labor tribunals on the district, appellate 
and supreme levels—modeled after the federal 
judiciary. It might be stipulated, in strikes that 
affect the national interest to the point that the 
President declares an emergency, that the labor 
courts would automatically assume jurisdiction, 
to hear the testimony and to hand down deci- 
sions, 


It is easily possible to envision a Supreme 
Court of Labor in the United States whose rul- 
ings and judgments would have a prestige and 
influence equal to that of the United States Su- 
preme Court. The labor court, of course, should 
be composed of men of high distinction and men 
who enjoy the complete confidence of the pub- 
lic. We are thinking of men like Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, Charles Evans Hughes, Louis Brandeis 
and Harlan Fiske Stone or, if. not of the judi- 


ciary, persons of the stature of George W. Norris, 


William E. Borah, Henry L. Stimson and Bernard 
Baruch.

Both Proposals Embrace Compulsion 


We cannot blink the fact that the application 
‘of either of these plans to the essential indus- 
tries embraces compulsion. The Slichter plan 
proposes compulsory arbitration, the Ferguson 
plan compulsory adjudication. This brings us 
face to face with the often repeated objection 
that the fixing of wages, in the essential indus- 
tries, would imply as well the fixing of prices 
and profits. 


The exact methods to guard the national wel- 
fare against labor’s abuses remain to be deter- 
mined. We submit the foregoing ideas only for 
what they may be worth. There is no panacea 
for industrial disputes. In a free society, more- 
over, in a country whose Constitution forbids in- 
voluntary servitude, the right to strike cannot be 
abolished. 


But the right to strike is not absolute. It.is a 
right that is subject to curb when its use im- 
perils public health, public safety or the general 
welfare. For it is a fundamental axiom that when 
the rights of labor, the rights of management, or 
the rights of any group of citizens conflict with 
rights of the people as a whole, then the people’s 
rights must be paramount.

A Tribute to George C. Marshall 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Marshall showed great force, dignity and effectiveness in the war, 
publisher found; considers him “fortunate” head for State Depart- 
ment; expects wise, firm foreign policy administration, clean-up 
in department and improved military-diplomatic co-operation.

I first met Gen. George C. Marshall 10 
years ago when I had the privilege of pre- 
senting him to a convention of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars. 


It has been my good ‘fortune to become 
better acquainted with Gen. Marshall 
through the tragic years that followed. I 
have observed him in public, at private din- 
ners and off-the-record conferences during 
the war. 


When the editors of the nation were con- 
stantly quarreling with Army brass and 
pompous public relations officers in a vain 
attempt to grasp the full force and signifi- 
cance of the war effort, it was Gen. Mar- 
shall who “let his hair down” and told 
them the truth. 


I shall never forget the majesty of the 
man in his many appearances before the 
editors. There was none of the evasiveness 
and guarded speech that typifies the mili- 
tary in time of war. Gen. Marshall held 
back nothing as he outlined the problems 
and strategy on every front. He was bru- 
tally frank in the darkest days and made 
no effort to conceal the Allies’ mistakes and 
their desperate predicament, 


Force Without Fuss 


But what he said affirmatively was spoken 
with true conviction and sincerity. Here, 
you sensed, was force without bombast, 
ability bolstered by quiet confidence. 


In dozens of other meetings, the General 
pulled no punches in calling upon the in- 
dustrialists of Detroit and other cities for 
more and more production. 

He “talked turkey” to the bigwigs of or- 
ganized labor, heads of Washington bu- 
reaus and members of the Combined Chiefs 
of Staff. 

Gen. Marshall wasted no time in wordy 
rhetorical flights about totalitarian ideolo- 
gies. To him, Hitler was the enemy, a tough, 
ruthless, formidable foe who had to be beat- 
en if America was to live. 


It is to Franklin D. Roosevelt's everlast- 
ing credit that he jumped the junior Brig. 
Gen. Marshall over the heads of 34 senior 
officers to be his Chief of Staff. 


Yet when Marshall conceived the idea of 
buiding the Army Transport Command to 
fly troops and supplies to all parts of the 
world and private air line operators had 
virtually convinced the President they could 
do the job better, Marshall told Roosevelt 
flatly that unless this “back door” interfer- 
ence stopped immediately, he (Roosevelt) 
had better find himself a new Chief of 
Staff. There were no further conferences 
at the White House on that subject, 


Won Point Against Churchill 


Another evidence of his great strength 
was shown when the Allied invasions were 
being planned. Churchill always favored a 
thrust at the “soft underbelly” of Europe 
while Marshall stood firm for a cross-chan- 
nel invasion of France. 


Marshall won his fight, but in retaliation 
Churchill vetoed Marshall as the Supreme 
Allied Commander. The compromise selec- 
tion was Gen. Eisenhower, a choice hailed 
by Gen. Marshall as “excellent.” Eisenhow- 


‘er did a superb job of harmonizing the tem- 


peramental Allied commanders into à re- 
markably effective team but it was really 
Gen, Marshall who ran the show from Wash- 
ington without fanfare or public acclaim. 


It seems to me that in these times Gen. 


Are. 


Marshall is admirably equipped for the po- 
sition. His considered firmness is in line 
with the trend of our foreign policy. As 
Wallace Deuel of our Washington Bureau 
so aptly points out, In a city (Washington) 
notorious for the low opinion it has of most 
public men, Marshall has a truly extraordi- 
nary reputation for great ability, integrity 
of character, fairness and soundness of 
judgment, stability of temperament and 
quiet, homely and altogether masculine 
charm.” 1 


As a first-rate organizer, the General will 
undoubtedly give the State Department a 
long delayed and sadly needed house-clean- 
ing. 

With all credit to the former Secretary of 
State for his magnificent and patriotic con- 
tribution to his country, Mr. Byrnes had 
neither the time nor the administrative 
qualities needed to make his department a 
smoothly functioning agency of govern- 
ment. 


Will Make Own Decisions 


David Lawrence suggests that the real 
policy of the Department of State will be 
made by the advisers and assistants chosen 
by the new Secretary. This is a conclusion 
that I would be inclined to question. From 
my observations of the General's methods, 
he will determine the policies after all of 
the facts are in his possession, and his as- 
sistants will carry them out. 


George Marshall knows how to delegate 
authority, but top responsibility is some- 
thing he could never assign to a subordi- 
nate. 

President Truman’s choice of Gen. Mar- 
shall is a fortunate one in many respects, 
There will be vastly improved co-operation 
with the military. Congress views him with 
a respect approaching reverence. He knows 
China and the Far East as do few other 
Americans. 


He has attended all of the Big Three 
and Big Four conferences with Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman. If secret commit- 
ments have been made, he knows what they 
He will bring to the department mili- 
tary efficiency without the curse of military 
smugness. He has confidence in himself. 


President Truman is to be congratulated 
for persuading him to make one more per- 
sonal sacrifice for his country wheh the 
General’s heart is longing for retirement 
and the pleasant comforts of a Virginia 
farm.

Between Book Ends 


Dark Pilgrimage 
FIREBRAND: THE LIFE OF DOSTOEVSKY, by Henry 

Troyat. (Roy Publishers, New York.) 

Countless readers of Dostoevsky’s great 
novels have mused over the biographical 
element in them. “Firebrand” has answers 
for those readers, It reveals the bleak 
childhood, the imprisonment and exile, the 
epileptic horrors, the psychopathic passion 
for gambling, the oppressive debts, the ex- 
ploitation by publishers, and the many oth- 
er ordeals through which Dostoevsky passed 
in painful pilgrimage. Despite Mr. Troyat’s 
assertion that “not a single detail in this 
book ... is not confirmed by the docu- 
ments,” it is hard to believe we are read- 
ing the story of one man. 

The dark places of the human spirit were 
Dostoevsky’s natural hunting ground. Out 
of them he created the monstrous and the 
magnificent: the gallery that ranges from 
the repulsive Foma Opiskin of “The Family 
Friend” to the Alyosha and Father Zosima 
of “The Brothers Karamazov.” More per- 
haps than is true of any other novelist’s 
creations, those characters, in their mani- 
fold presentment, display the tortured psy- 
chology, the Jobean and Promethean ques 
tionings, of Dostoevsky himself.

His life held memories of the horrible 
murder of his father, and of his own humil- 
latlons at the hands of women. He fluc- 
tuated between revolution and czarism. as 
also between the fantastic and the real, 
“spectacular despair and miraculous joy.” 

He was many-faceted, but as Sigmund 
Freud has observed, a man who was simul- 
taneously “the creative artist, the neurotic, 
the moralist and the sinner” had small 
chance at healthy development, Without 
sentimentality, but with compassion born 
of understanding of the man’s psychologi- 
cal enslavement, Mr. Troyat makes believ- 
able a life the miracle of which was its 
productivity and towering genius. . 

Mr. Troyat's fine synthesis, full of keen 
critical evaluations, is a work of reverence 
as well as insight. He discloses the facts 
that prove Dostoevsky a man searching 
constantly for that exact projection of self 
and spirit which spells finished creation. As 
in Dostoevsky, so in his characters: “All 
joys that are not strictly spiritual ones 
seem strangely fragile.”

Like most artists of such power and con- 
tradictions, Dostoevsky has stirred storms 
of comment. What matters is his indisput- 
able stature as a creator of profoundly 
searching fiction, and that man’s gigantic 
struggle against physical and psychic handi- 
caps to arrive finally at world-wide emi- 
nence. 

One regrets that “Firebrand” is published 
now in America without certain portions 
(introductory matter, as well as a valuable 
“Post Mortem” rich with original conclu- 
sions of the author) that were part of the 
original Paris edition of 1940, There is none 
of the helpful apparatus — bibliography, 
notes, index—which made Matthew Joseph- 
son’s recent “Stendhal” so finished a help 
for the inquiring reader. But the brooding 
woodcuts by Stefan Mrozewski catch per- 
fectly the spirit of a life and a book and a 
country full of struggle and violent con- 
trasts. ALVIN R. ROLFS. 


Writings of Elizabeth Goudge 
THE ELIZABETH GOUDGE READER. (Coward-McCana, 

New York.) 

Short stories, verses and fragments of 
novels, all written by Elizabeth Goudge, the 
successful author of “Green Dolphin Street.“ 
make up this collection. Miss Goudge’s 
work, though popular, lacks distinction. 
Her style is unbearably ingenuous. But 
her beliefs are on the side of the angels. 
An excessively coy introduction is supplied 
by Rose Dodd.

The 
pean of triumph with which this 
session of Congress began has 
subsided... As a matter of fact, the 
reaction seems to be a sound one. 


Two Spots to Watch. 


For one thing, unreconstructed 
pre-McKinley Republicans of the 
stamp of Representative Harold 
Knutson have been told.to take 
a back seat. At the beginning of 
the session, Knutson talked as 
though he would fix policy with a 
20 per cent cut in income taxes 
and abolition of the wartime ex- 
cise taxes. Conscientious men 
with convictions that are not 
grounded in the remote past— 
Representatives Wadsworth and 
Herter of New York—have been 
placed on the House Rules Com- 
mittee. 

Just how much this means, 
events in the future will show. 
Mr. Truman is reported to believe 
that everything is rosy. He has 
some justification for his belief. 
But if he is counting on the 
honeymoon continuing for an in- 
definite period, he is likely to be 
disillusioned. 

When it comes to slashing the 
President's budgetary requests, 
there are two keyspots to watch. 
More than anything else they will 
show Republican intentions. 

The first, and most significant, 
is the appropriation for the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board. Re- 
publican leaders have indicated 
they would not revise the Wagner 
Act at this session; they would 
thus refrain from taking the step 
that organized labor most fears. 

But there is more than one way 
to alter the intention and effec- 
tiveness of a law. One method is 
by paring down the funds neces- 
gary to administer it. This meth- 
od has proved highly effective in 
the past. 


Power of the Purse. 


For the current fiscal year, the 
Labor Board asked for $4,746,900. 
Congress appropriated $4,069,500, 
which represented a cut of 15 per 
cent. As a result of that cut, it 
Was necessary to reduce the per- 
sonnel of the board by 23 per cent. 

For the fiscal year that begins 
on June 30, the board has asked 
Congress for $7,984,000. That looks 
like a big jump. But the fact is 


WASHINGTON. 


HE theme song in the White House is “Hearts and Flowers.” The 
only detail lacking when the Republican leaders visited the 
President was a few rose petals to strew in the path of the 


personnel, has been snowed under 
by an ever-increasing number of 
cases, Last year the NLRB had 
12,000 cases and carried over a 
number that could not be com- 
pleted because there wasn't time. 

In the current year, the board 
will get 17,000 to 18,000 cases. This 
reflects the organizing drive of 
AFL and CIO in the South. It 
reflects a great increase in union 
activity with the war’s end. When 
the Government year ends or 
June 30, the Labor Board will 
have a backlog of 10,000 unfin- 
ishes cases. That will be a severe 
handicap to begin a new year 
with. 

It is in order to clear away this 
backlog that the NLRB has asked 
for the additional money, a re- 
quest which was very carefully 
scrutinized by the Bureau of the 
Budget, With the additional mon- 
ey, the board would increase its 
personnel from the present figure 
of 750 to 1700 or 1800. 

If the appropriation is cut dras- 
tically, the work of the board will 
bog down in disorder and con- 
“usion. That is one way to change 
the law. But it is a way likely 
to penalize not merely the unions 
but industry, too. A better way 
would be to revise the law hon- 
estly and directly. 


Cost of Anti-Trust. 


The second focal point to 
watch for appropriation cuts is 
the Anti-Trust Division of the De- 
partment of Justice. Talk about 
keeping the free enterprise sys- 
tem free is cheap. Whether that 
talk is backed up with funds to 
check the encroachment of mo- 
nopoly on the free enterprise sys- 
tem is another matter. 

Attorney General Tom Clark 
has asked for $2,500,000 for anti- 
trust for the next fiscal year. For 
the current year, the division has 
$1,900,000. The increase, however, 
is not so large as it seems at first 
glance. It must cover a pay in- 
crease of more than $200,000 a 
year for present employes miade 
mandatory by Congress. 

In relation to the problem of 
monopoly control, the amount is 
pitifully small. As Wendell Berge, 
head of the Anti-Trust. Division, 
pointed out in a recent speech, 
the concentration of economic 
power in this country is increas- 
ing above any previous crest of 
monopoly in our history. Whether 
practice follows the fine preach- 
ments on free enterprise will be 
determined when Congress takes

RUSTELANETZ AGAIN 
CONDUCTS SYMPHONY 


Program Includes Much of 
Music He Has Made Pop- 


ular on Radio. 


Sgt. Lester Martin of the St. 
Louis Police Department contrib- 


uted nearly as much as Andre 
Kostelanetz toward the entertain- 


ment of more than 3500 persons 
last night in Kiel Auditorium 
Opera House. By appearing as a 
vounteer to fire a blank cartridge 
early in the performance of ballet 
music from Richard Rodgers’s mu- 


sical, “On Your Toes,” Sgt. Martin 
virtually stopped the show at the 
special concert given by the St. 
Louis Symphony Orchestra. The 
mirth of the audience,although the 
shot did not come by surprise, did 
not subside until the ballet music 
ended. 


Last night was a second appear- 
ance in St. Louis for Kostelanetz 
this season. And as on previous 
Similar occasions, the audience 
came to hear the kind of lush 
music-making which he has made 
popular via the radio. There was 
plenty of it; the entire latter half 
of the program was given over to 
the kind of fare which might be 
called Kostelanetzitis. It contained 
an orchestra transcription of Ad- 
dinsall’s “Warsaw Concerto,” the 
celebrated arrangement bearing 
Kostelanetz's name of Debussy’s 
“Claire de Lune,” the Rodgers’s mu- 
sic, Cyril Scott’s “Lotus Land” and 
the excerpt “Cloudburst” from 
Ferde Grofe’s “Grand Canyon 
Suite.” 


The audience was well rewarded. 
Kostelanetz evoked rich, round 
tones from the orchestra with just 
enough “schmaltz” to justify the 
volume, He gave to these draw- 
in-room works the suave, sophis- 
ticated treatment they deserved, 
relying on a pocketful of orches- 
tral tricks, all of them valid, that 
seemed, in the language of Broad- 
way, “strictly on the beam.” 


Earlier in the evening, Kostela- 
netz turned to more serious fare. 
This included the Pathetique Sym- 
phony of Tschaikowsky and the 
Gretry-Mottl suite from “Cephale 
et Procis.“ The performances, 
though not especially distin- 
guished, were clean and precise. 
The orchestra throughout the eve- 
ning played with an incandescent 
glow. In repayment for its enthu- 
siasm, the audience was treated to 
three encores, topped off by a 
repetition of the “Claire de Lune.” 
The audience wanted more, but 
Kostelanetz and the orchestra had 
put in a full evening’s work.—

Mr. Dulles Talks Sense 


INALLY, after almost two years of shilly-shallying and delay, 

an American statesman, John Foster Dulles has come forward 

with an acceptable plan for the unification of Western Europe. 
Therewith, the chances for some real specification of the world be- 
comes brighter. 


Back in March, 1943, Mr. 
Churchill urged a European re- 
gional agreement. He did not get 
very far. Soviet leaders were at 
that time planning to grab East- 
ern Europe for themselves, Euro- 
pean unity was the last thing 
they wanted. 


On Barren Soil. 


American leaders were just 
about 100 per cent concentrated 
on winning the war. Unhappily, 
they envisaged this vital struggle 
less as a step in a permanent po- 
litical tussle than as a sort of 
super-football game the winning 
of which was an end in itself. 

Mr. Churchills words fell on 
barren soil. 

Since then, more and more inde- 
pendent students of world affairs, 
including this writer, have pointed 
out that, while the only final so- 
lution had to be a united Europe, 
this would have to wait. For once 
the Soviets had laid their heavy 
paw on Eastern Europe, Western 
Europe would have to consoli- 
date or succumb gradually to the 
Soviets. 

Gradually, this viewpoint has 
gained ground, For the balance of 
power is not something deliber- 
ately planned by human minds, 
wise or frivolous. It results al-

It is a pleasure to watch him 
work. His acting is so completely 
relaxed and naturalistic it hardly 
seems like acting at all. If the 
net result is a good performance 
of Walter Huston, it is because 
the part was obviously tailored for 
him. The Huston that emerges 
is by far a more interesting per- 
sonality than thg written one. 
The naturalism of the star is 
not altogether a blessing in this 
instance. By comparison, it ex- 
poses the artificiality of most of 
the other characters, both as writ- 
ten and performed. We except 
from that the acting of Roy Fant 
as the old hired man, and Carol 
Dardells as the grandchild. They 
played in the same key as Huston, 
and it seemed to us his best 
scenes were with them, In a few 
more serious moments when she 
forgot to labor on her Hoosier ac- 
cent and tried acting, Mary James 
made the hired girl a living per- 
son. But the rest o* the cast, 
often including Miss James, gen- 
erally sounded and acted like char- 
acters from a radio soap opera 
slanted towards the rural trade. 
Jed Harris, the co-producer, who 
directed, must share much of the 
blame for this. But, however un- 
even the piece is, we do not sug- 
gest that Mr. Huston ham up his 
performance to keep the play in 
balance; we are quite thankful 
for him as he is. 

The play had 118 performances 
on Broadway last winter and 
spring and began its road tour in 
October. Most of the cast are 
from the original New York com- 


Byrnes did not go quite so far as 
Mr. Churchill.

Germany indefinitely. 

Therefore, they sat tight on 
their positions—either German in- 
dustry must be drastically re- 
duced or it must be placed under 
international control. 

Now John Foster Dulles, in the 
name of the American Republican 
party, has accepted the second of 
these alternatives. He offers a 
United States guarantee to back 
it up. Thereby, the way is finally 
open for a European solution, pro- 
vided some one does not block it.

most automatically from human 
defense mechanisms seeking se- 
eurity. 

What slowed up and prevented 
this process during those two 
fateful years was distrust of Ger- 
many. For Western Europe to 
unite, incorporation of the all- 
important industrial zone of the 
Ruhr and Rhineland was essen- 
tial. But how? 

If this preponderant power was 
to remain in German hands, then 
the Western European countries 
—the Netherlands, Belgium, Lux- 
embourg and notably France — 
would have none of unity. For 
they had been the most conspicu- 
ous victims of Germany. Rather 
than unite around a German- 
controlled nucleus they would 
prefer to take their chance on 
disunity. 


France Remembers. 


British and American statesmen 
did little to allay this fear. Mr. 
Churchill went overboard alto- 
gether. He appealed to the French 
to “forget” a century of German 
aggression and two deliberate Ger- 
man attempts to reduce France to 
a garden-plot—and “make friends” 
with the Germans. 

The French answer to this sug- 
gestion — expressed in a dozen 
ways—was, no soap. 


Mr. Dulles wisely realizes that 
the non-European Big Three can- 
not impose any such solution as 
the one he advocates. They can 
perhaps prevent it. So can France. 

It seems hardly likely that the 
Soviets will approve a solution un- 
der which the more powerful 
western half of Europe would 
cease being a sort of no-man’s 
laid and become fully Occidental. 

It is not sure that the British 
who—thanks to President Roose- 
velt—have a sort of monopoly con- 
trol over the greater part of west 
German industry, will relinquish 
that control to a western Euro- 
pean group. 

It is questionable whether Com- 
munist-ridden France, seeking to 
be “neutral,” will have the courage 
to accept a solution that, while 
providing full protection against 
a resurgent Germany, would make 
France the bastion of a Western 
bloc. Two years ago this would 
have been a matter of course— 
not now. 

Finally, Mr. Dulles should have 
made it clear that the United 
States aims at the unification not 
of Western Europe but of all 
Europe. The day that the Soviet 
foregoes control of the Eastern 
European states, that day the 
United States and Britain will 
welcome the melting of the two 
blocs into a single continent.

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LOAN FIRM SERS 
WRIT FOR LICENSE 


Purpose of Court Action 
Is to Enable 100 Con- 
cerns to Continue Charg- 
ing 36 Pct. on Money. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 21— 
Household Finance Corp., small 


loan concern with four offices in 
St. Louis, two in Kansas City and 
one in St. Joseph, applied to the 
State Supreme Court today for 
a writ of mandamus, to require 
the State Finance Commissioner 
to issue a state license to it. The 
license, as specified in the appli- 
cation, would permit the company 
to continue business under the 
old small loan law, permitting 
interest rates up to 36 per cent 
a year. 

The suit is an attempt to en- 
able Household, and more than 
100 other small loan concerns in 
the state, to carry on business on 
the old basis, notwithstanding pro- 
visions of the new (1945) State 
Constitution. The fact that no 
statute has been enacted under 
the new Constitution is held, in 
the petition, to leave the old code 
in effect. 

Provision of Constitution. 

The new Constitution says that 
any interest rate fixed by statute 
must apply alike to all lenders, 
and that no special rate may be 
fixed for any particular group of 
benders. 

It was provided in the new Con- 
stitution that all old statutes con- 
flicting with it should become in- 
operative July 1, 1946, unless they 
had been re-enacted by that time. 
Up to last July 1, no new loan 
statute was enacted. 

Attorney General J. E. Taylor 
ruled that the old loan law auto- 
matically went out of effect July 
1. From that date, until the Legis- 
lature passed a new act, Taylor 
ruled, 8 per cent a year would be 
the legal limit for interest on all 
loans. 

27 Pct. Law Vetoed. 

The Legislature passed a law 
in September, providing a rate 
as high as 27 per cent. Gov. Don- 
nelly vetoed this measure. 

Household Corporation's petition 
contends that all of the old small 
loan act, except one clause, is still 
in full force and effect. The sec- 
tion which is declared to be void 
is the one limiting its application 
to small-loan companies. The 
privilege the company now seeks 
would be open equally to all lend- 
ing concerns, including banks and 
pawnshops. 

The petition states that House- 
hold Corp. cannot carry on its 
business at an 8 per cent top 
rate. The company applied in Cole 
County Circuit Court here last 
autumn for an injunct®n, so 
framed as to permit the company 
to operate under the old law. The 
court denied the petition. 

Household Corp. is represented 
by Attorneys E. R. Morrison of 
Kansas City, and Hubachek & 
Kelly of Chicago. Harry Shaff- 
ner, State Finance Commissioner, 
is defendant in the present suit.

Dr. Major G. Seelig, a member 
of the commission, said here to- 
day he did not know the full 
background of the severances. At 
tomorrow’s meeting, he said, the 
commission members will make a 
full inquiry into the situation. 

Another member of the board, 
Ed Jameson, Fulton businessman, 
said that some friction had arisen 
on the staff of the hospital be- 
tween medical and administrative 
officers, particularly between Dr. 
Sugarbaker and Richard J. Con- 
nor, administrator of the hospital. 

Dr. Sugarbaker plans to make 
a full explanation of the reasons 
for his action at the meeting. He 
declined to discuss it today, say- 
ing that any statement should 
come from the commission, not 
from him. After his resignation, 
which is effective March 1, he 
plans to enter private practice. 
Mrs, Hoag, who already has left 
the employment of the hospital, 
said she had made a full state- 
ment in writing to Hodgdon.

T our noodle dish described in 
our recipe today may be con- 
trolled in different and inter- 
esting ways by the cook who is 
willing to do a bit of experiment- 
ing on her own. For instance, if 
the egg is omitted, she will obtain 
noodles with a sauce soft enough 
to flow slightly and it will 
smooth and creamy with a dis- 
tinctly cheesy flavor. By adding 
one or more eggs, the consistency 
becomes thick and custard-like 
and firm enough to cut neatly into 
squares, but the flavor is less po- 
tent in cheese. 
sulting from a combination of eggs 
and cheese. 

The fact that the baked mixture 
can be cut and will hold its shape 
makes it a pleasant variation from 
the typical macaroni and cheese 
combination. Such a form: even 
makes the serving of a peppy 
sauce such as tomato permissible 
and even desirable. But whether 
you decide to use or omit egg, 
make sure the top is appetizingly 
browned to a rich golden color, 
and if you put the mixture into the 
casserole in a manner so the edges 
of the noodles here and there stick 
up out of the sauce mixture, the 
texture is also more appealing. 

Baked Noodles. 

Seven-oynce package noodles, 
one and one-half cups milk, one 
teaspoon prepared mustard, two 
eggs, few drops Worcestershire 
sauce, one teaspoon salt, two table- 
spoons butter or margarine, one 
and one-half cups grated sharp 
American cheese. 

Cook noodles according to direc- 
tions on the package. Drain but 
do not rinse. Add a few table- 
spoons of milk to the mustard to 
blend, Add to the eggs with re- 
maining milk and Worcestershire 
sauce and salt, Mix well. Turn 
one half of the warm noodles into 
a greased shallow pan (10x64x1% 
inches), Sprinkle with one half of 
the cheese and dot with one half of 
the butter. Add remaining noodles 
and repeat process. Bake at 325 
degrees Fahrenheit for about 35 
minutes, until set and browned on 
the top. Remove from oven and 
serve immediately. This may be 
spooned out or cut into squares to 
serve, Five or six servings.

66 FYEATHEN,” which to us 
Hees Godless, intrinsical- 
means only the open 
„„ the Anglo Saxon 
hath, whence we have “heath, 2 
which we think of as meadow.

I think 
the Soviets are much too realistic 
to expect us to be as stupid as 
that. They would not give up 
the atom bomb if they had it. 
They know that we believe we 
are not going to misuse our power, 
and they know that it is not to 
the advantage of any nation to 
start a new war. 


I THINK THAT when they ask 


tor a discussion of general dis- 


armament, they are entizely real- 
istic. Since the atom bomb is 
part of our armament—and one 
of the only weapons which will 
help us to persuade the world 
to disarm—they realize that we 
will not do anything until we are 
sure all the nations are going to 
do it at the same time. We will 
have to agree to an over-all pic- 
ture of control before any of us 
will destroy whatever military 
strength we may have, 

I agree completely with Mr. 
Dulles in his estimate as to the 
rise of Communist influence in 
Europe and in South America and 
elsewhere. But I should like to 
point out that, though Nazism 
may be subdued in Germany for 
the moment, it is very active in 
some of the same places where 
Communism is active. Democracy 
will have to prove its worth with 
an equal belief in itself and a 
deeper sacrificial devotion to its 
standards, in order to attain the 
moral and spiritual and intel 
lectual leadership which, I en- 
tirely agree with Mr. Dulles, is 
our only hope of salvation.

Clerk's Plan Was to Cure Headaches in Other Men's Businesses—He's Now in Big Money

LOOSE screw was the instru- 
Aven of fate which started 

am Workman on the path to 
fortune and to fame in the world 
of big business. 

The screw, however, wasn’t in 
Sam's head, regardless of what 
people may have thought back in 
1929 when Sam, with two second- 
hand adding machines, announced 
he was in business. 

In the first place, there wasn’t 
and never had been any business 
of the kind Sam announced he 
was in. “In fact,” Sam says to- 
day, “all I had was a lot of noth- 
ing—no equipment to speak of, no 
business and no employes to do 
the business if I got it.” 

But Sam had an idea, and the 
idea' wag to cure the headaches 
of other businesses. He saw the 
need of the sort of service he pro- 
posed; all he had to do was con- 
vince the heads of large business 
firms that he could help them. 

It was a hard job, but he did it. 
Today he has a $1,000,000 a year 
business, 700 men and women 
working for him, and a couple of 
fortunes invested in business ma- 
chinery designed to turn out any 
kind of a job, whether it comes to 
five bucks or $500,000. The motto 
on Sam’s desk says: “Don’t say 
you can’t do it until you've tried.” 

The loose screw which looms so 
large in Sam’s history was on an 
adding machine. When he went 
to get a new screw he got side- 
tracked from the job of being a 
poorly paid cost clerk to a not 
much better paid job as an add- 
ing machine salesman, But Sam 
saw possibilities in adding ma- 
chines other than just selling 
them, and thereby hangs the story 
of Workman’s Service, a business 
which has been copied since Sam 
made it successful, but which still 
remaing the largest business of 
its kind in the world. 

Workman, who at 44 is a tall, 
dark-haired man with amazing 
vitality and a convincing manner, 
started his business in 1929. He 
was born in Hillsboro, O., left 
school early to take a job in the 
rubber industry in Akron. When 
a depression hit Akron, he went 
to St. Louls where he worked a 
while for a bank and then took a 
job as business manager of a 
dance orchestra which played in 
Missouri and Illinois towns. The 
band played on a percentage basis, 
business was bad, and he found 
— stranded in Springfield, 

I. 


He hopped a Chicago - bound 
freight train, and he still has the 
scars he picked up when he hit 
the cinders just ahead of an irate 
brakeman. He found a job as a 
cost clerk in Chicago and taught 
himself to operate an adding ma- 
chine, Even then he lived by the 
motto which now adorns his desk. 

It was when a thumb screw 
broke on his machine that he 
went to the adding machine com- 
pany to get a mew one. “I didn’t 
even know,” he said, “that they 
have service men who would have 
come over and fixed the machine. 
When I got back I said to the 
other cost clerk, ‘You know, 
they've got hundreds of those 
adding machines over there — I 
thing I'll go and see about a job.“ 

He did and he got a job as an 
adding machine salesman. It was 
during this period, when he 
learned that business men some- 
times appealed to the company 
for extra machines and extra op- 
erators duri heavy seasons or 
during inventory, that the idea 
for his business began forming in 
his mind. When the adding ma- 
chine company sent him -to Pa- 
ducah, Ky., where he was un- 
happy, he decided to come back 
to Chicago and take his big 
chance on a business of his own. 

“I knew that every business has 
times when it requires more office 
help and more equipment than it 
normally maintains, and that if I 
could supply those overload needs

said, I had no work and no people 
to do it, but I had confidence.” 


Workman had exactly $107, He 


also had an old Chevrolet which 
he sold for $263. “I rented desk 
space for $15 a month and paid 
$15 down on two second-hand add- 
ing machines. I was in business.” 

He prepared 500 letters to be 
sent to prospective clients, but 
when he had paid for them he 
discovered he didn’t have the $10 
for postage. Earlier obligations 
had wiped out his resources. 80 
instead he sent 50 telegrams to 
50 possible clients. He put the 
telegrams on his telephone Dill, 
and by the time the bill was due 
he had completed his first job. 
It was a small one, but it paid 
the Western Union bill. 


“Talk about guts,” says Work- 
man today. “When I think about 
it today, it’s a wonder I’m still 
alive. Do you know what I had 
the nerve to do? I drew up a 
proposal which I submitted to 
Montgomery Ward in which I pro- 
posed that if they would give me 
$100,000 worth of business a year, 
I would set up a system of cost 
and labor contre] in their office 
which would save them that much 
and more a year. The man I sub- 
mitted it to smiled kindly and 
reminded me, ‘If you can do it, 
then I would be criticized rather 
severely if I didn’t do it myself,’ 
and turned it down.” In years to 
come, however, Montgomery Ward 
did become a client and during 
the years they have given him 
jobs that make that first proposal 
look modest. 

His first “big” job—it seemed 


big at the time—netted him 3349. 


But he had to wait until the first 
of the month to get his money, 
and he couldn’t. He needed it des- 
perately to meet bills. After walk- 
ing around the block a few times, 
getting up his nerve, he went in 
and told his client the whole story. 
The man not only gave him the 
check, but more business. Work- 
man now advises young men 
starting out in business to do the 
game thing, if it becomes neces- 
sary. There are a lot of people 
who will help you, if you are 
frank with them, he says. 
Workman’s business expanded, 
Within 10 years he was employ- 
ing more than 100 persons, and he 
offered service in calculating, typ- 
ing, tabulating, transcribing and 
clerical work. Not only icago 
firms, but firms from all over the 
country started taking advantage 


of the service and today it is not.

uncommon for him to have staffs 
of girls working on the agcounts 
of an Atlanta department store, a 
San Francisco factory and a New 
York banking house.

HE declarer in today’s deal 
T was too passive in the face of 
impending doom.

West opened his top club. South 
captured East’s jack and laid down 
the spade queen. West ducked; 
East won and returned a club. The 
king won and declarer led another 
trump. West put up the ace and 
shifted to his fourth highest dia- 
mond, East won, and another club 
return, ruffed by West, defeated 
the contract. 

No great amount of imagination 
was needed to foresee what was 
going to happen if South deggedly 
persisted in getting out the 
trumps. West's nine of clubs lead, 
in itself, strongly suggested a sin- 
gleton or a doubleton. Thus, by 
playing as he did, declarer virtual- 
ly begged the opponents to win 
four tricks—the ace-king of 
trumps, a diamond, and a club 
ruff. . 

There was no assured road to 
success, but there was a line of 
play which at least offered a good 
chance. (Certainly, a better chance 
than waiting for misfortune to 
strike.) On winning East's first 
club return with the king, declar- 
er should have deferred trump- 


drawin to lead the singleton 
heart. Finessing against the queen 
might, of course, have gone 
wrong, but it was the correct play 
—and it would have worked, When 
the heart jack held, South could 
cash the ace and king of hearts, 
discarding two clubs from dum- 
my, and after that he would not 
have to worry.
